Ir is understood that both the Democratic 
and Republican Senatorial eaueuses, which 
will meet in Washington today, will 
appoint conference committees which 
will arrange all matters pertaining 
to the organization of the Senate satis- 
factorily to all parties.

he said. They agreed that it would 
be a scandal and a digrace upon 
the Rock River Conference, and a 
reproach to the Church, if a sensational ec- 
clesiastical trial should result, in which the 
epithets liar, prevaricator, and  falsifier 
should be bandied about in public.

It was quietly intimated to Dr 
Thomas immediately after the assembling of 
the committee that, if he would join the 
conference, an amicable adjustment between 
the two clergymen might be reached. The 
Doetor declined to go, as the matter was now 
in the hands of the conference. He had en- 
deavored to have the matter so arranged as 
to avoid any investigation. All he required 
from Dr. Parkhurst was a disclaimer—that 
he had not intentionally made use of the 
language attributed to him, or that his lan- 
guage had been distorted. With this Dr. 
Thomas would have been satisfied. He had 
no desire to make a sensation of his com-

AGAINST PARKHURST.

* PARKHURST, HATFIELD, AND THOMAS.—Dr. 
Parkburst, who preacbed at Evanston on Sun- 
day, where Dr. attield lives, tells the Times 
correspondent that the reason Dr. Hatfield 
abanaoned the prosecution of the Thomas case 
wus that he bad lost his nerve; that be bianched 
when standing face to face with the 
accused and his haif-dozen backers; that bis 
plan was to treat it only at Sycamore, where be 
would bave the majority of the conference be- 
hind nim. and Thomas no band of clergymen 
behind him; and that Hattield came to Dr.

THE INQUISITION. 
YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 
Special Diepatch to .The Chicago Tribduns. 

SYcAMORE, Oct. 7.—The Ecclesiastical 
Court resumed its labors this afternoon, with 
the Moderatorin the chair and the two new 
members, Messrs. Odger and Cody, in their 
places. For the benefit of the new jurors 
the Moderator stated the case and recited the 
names of the council. They waived the 
reading of the charges. 

Dr. Miller stated that, as the court had 
reorganized, it was practically a 
u new one, and he would therefore 
present the demurrer to the charges. 
And the document was read by the Clerk. 
The section relative to endless punishment 


was amended to read. That there are no 


authorized stamdarus of doctrine in said 


church that bold or teach 

ishment of the wicked.” 
Tne counsel waived argument, and the 

Moderator overrnied the demurrer in the 


game language as yesterday. The same ex- 


ceptions were taken. 

The defense again pleaded not guilty. 

Dr. Miller stated that the defense submit- 
ted to the ruling of the court denying the 
right to challenge for cause. The confer- 
ence refused to order the right of challenge 
for cause. „ The defense could not take an 
exception to the ruling of the conference. 
Hence they wanted the exception ente 
here. While the defense wea for the present 
satisfied with the committee they wanted

not to be lost sight of on the record. The 
defense wanted to know if they now had the 
right to challenge for cause. 

Dr. Parkhurst said If the defense knew of 
any cause for challenge since the formation 
of the court the defense would have the 
right to challenge for cause, but they must 
show the cause. 

Dr. Hatfield made very much the same ar- 
gument, stating that defense had ac- 
cepted the committee and had no reason to 
challenge except for cause. 

Dr. Miller renewed his motion, and after a 
little bit of sparring between the counsel the 
Moderator ruled that the right of challenge 
could only exist where a member of com- 
mittee had done anything since his appoint- 
mont tending to show bias. 


DR. HATFIELD INTRODUCED A SERMON 
preached by Dr. Thomas Oct. 10, 1880, and 
called for the testimony of Dr. Gurne iden- 
tifying it, which was taken during the Chi- 
cago investigation. The clerk read copious 
extracts from the sermon, which was the one 
in which Dr. Thomas repudiated the blood 
atonement, and the doctrine of eternal pun- 
ishment, 

Dr. Miller was willing to accept the sermon 
as evidence, but not Dr, Gurney’s evidence, 
which was taken at the investigation in Chi- 
cago. This was atrial de novo. He ob 
jected to the introduction of the testimon 
taken at the Chieago trial in bu'k, with ail 
the objections and exceptions, unless he could 
make the same objections here. 

The Chair decided the defense was 
entitled to the opportunity to object, with 
the hope of getting a new ruling. 

The Clerk continued the reading of Dr. 
Thomas’ October sermon—that portion relat- 
ing to probation after death. 

Dr. Miller objected to the reading of all 
testimony on the question of endless punish- 
ment, as there is nothing’in the standards of 
the Church which teaches that doctrine. Ob- 
jection overruled and exception taken. 

The clerk proceeded with the reading, and

The 
subject was the Final 11 At the 
conclusion of the reading Mr. Parkhurst pro- 
posed to introduce the paragraph, to which 
Dr. Thomas took objection as being errone- 
ously introduced into Dr. Gurney’s testi- 
mony. It was on the question ot endless 
punishment, which the Doctor denied. 

Dr. Parkhurst then introduced an extract 
from a sermon preached Oct, 3, 1880, on the 
subject of the atonement and the reconcilia- 
tion of God to His children. 

The 2 of the Rev. J. M. Caldwell 
was next put In to prove that, at a preach- 
ers’ meeting March 31, 1879, Dr. Thomas 
said the atonement was to reconcile God to 
man, and not man to God. 

Dr. Miller objected. 

Mr. Caldwell was present and could testify 
orally. Objection overruled and exception 
taken. The prosecution were

Counsel agreed. 

Brother Chase’s testimony as to the date of 
the meeting was put in. 

Ihe prosecution introduced Parkhurst’s 
testimony as to Thomas’ declaration that he 
would not believe some of the books of the 
Old Testament if he found them in some 
other work. 

Objection was entered and the Moderator 
ruled that the defense could enter a general 
objection and take a general exception to go 
in the record. 

THE TESTIMONY OF SOPHIA A. PHELPS 
was next read, to show that it was the love, 
and not the blood, of the lamb by which we 
overcome evil. 

Next came the testimony of Mrs. Frances 
Benjamin, to the effeet that several ladies 
had a conference with Dr. Thomas, who 
stated that it was through character and not 
the blood of the lamb that man was saved. 
The Doctor further said that no man could 
believe the whole Bible. 

That portion of the testimony relative to 
the Doctor's declaration of a belief in future 
probation was objected to on the ground that 
there is no standard of doctrine denying that 
idea. Overruled and exception taken. 

THE NEXT TESTIMONY 
sought to be introduced was that of Mrs. 
Garrett, who testified that Dr. Thomas did 
not wish to make a hobby of preaching 
Christ. 

Dr. Miller objected to its introduction on 
the ground that the statement, if made, was 
made before the conference of 1880, and, con- 
sequently, did not come within the statute of 
the vear, 

Atter a little cross-fire between counsel, 
the objection was withdrawn, and the testi- 
mony was admitted, under the blanket ob- 
jection. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
testimony, Dr. Miller asked that it 
be ruled out, as the statute under 
which the defendant was being tried 
was enacted after he had made the statement 
alleged, which, in itself, was not in violation 
of the Articles of Religion. Overruled and 
exception taken. 

Dr. Parkhurst then announced that the 
testimony for the prosecution was all in. 

Adjourned till evening. 

THE COURT REASSEMBLED 
this evening, and was opened with prayer by 
Elder Boring. 

Some little time was consumed in amend- 
ing the record of the afternoon preeceedings, 
after which Dr, Parkhurst took the stand, 
and, in reply to Dr. Miller, said he was sure 
he correctly remembered the conversation he 
had with Dr. Thomas—was as sure of it as 
anything that occurred in the past. He 
thought that he wrote down the words very 
soon atter the conversation was had. It was 
the same day as he remembered he made the 
memorandum, because’ the words were of 
sufficient importance to be preserVed., He 
believed no Methodist minister ought to use 
such words. He supposed he had preserved 
the memorandum, but, after his return from 
Europe, when his family broke up, his things 
were packed up by strangers, and the memo- 
randum and many other papers are supposed 
to have been destroyed, Since the investi- 
gation at Chicago he tried to find it, but 
failed to do so. 

Dr. Miller then put in the minutes of the 
conference for 1878, 1870, and 1880. Dr.

How Herring and Cotten-Seed Oil Be- 
come Sardines a Pulte done. 

Eastport (Me.) Correspondence Bos Advertiser. 

If Connecticut is the land of w en nutmegs, 
Maine must be the land of herring sardines. 
There are said to be twenty-two establishments 
on the Washington County coast, whereof 
two-thirds are in this town, in which 
herring are put up as sardines in tin 
boxes, made here in imitation of those used 
by the French, bearing French labels, pre- 
served in cotton-seed oil, which is asserted 
on the caus to be choice olive oil. “No admit- 
tance” is noticed at the entrance, but the rute 
is not enforced. Herring are brought in from 
the bay in large quantities, and are unloaded at 
the several wharves where the factories are 
erected. They are carried in baskets into a 
large room provided with rough tables, where 


un gung of boys and giris from 10 to- lb years of 


awe are Waiting for them, each armed with a 
knife. Some of these children are dexterous. 
A single cut removes the head and from one 
totwo inches of the shoulder of each fish, and 
at the same time draws the greater part of the 
“innards.” The tail is more or less removed by 
another cut. 

The extentof the business done is indicated 
by the fact that the rejected parts of the herring 
at u single establishinent frequently amount to 
several bogsheads a day. These parts are 
boiled, pressed for their oil, and the refuse is 
sold for manufacture into dressmg for soil. It 
is not yet possibie to manufacture olive oil and 
anchovy paste out of the beads ot ring. The 
bodies and tails of the tring. are 
washed, laid upon wire racks, baked in 
a great oven, packed in tin boxes oy girls, 
covered with cotton-seed oil, boxes are 
soldered. heated again in the ofl, and finaily 
packed in wouden boxes for shipment. The 

roeeas need not be described at great length. 

t does not appear to bea very cleanly process, 
but very likely itis as much 80 as that of put- 
ting up veritable sardines. Tue larger ones are 

ut up in oval tin boxes and are called *sea-

AN IMPORTANT PLACE.

WasHInoToN, D. C., Oct. 7.—The President has 
begun the work of filling vacuncies in the Ex- 
ecutive Departments, having made several ap- 
pointments for the Interior Department yester- 
day. The most important vacancy remaining in 
that department is the Commissioner of Rail- 
roads, and the President and the Secretary of 
the Interior have already been conning the list 
of candidates with a view to making a selection.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 7.—Two month have 
passed since the civilized world was shocked by 
the announcement that several infernél-ma- 
chines were discovered aboard a British vessel. 
They were looked on as manifesting the des- 
peration of the Fenians of this country, and 
apparently foreshadowed a terrible policy to be 
pursued that the independence of Ireiand might 
be accomplished. In the recent rapid succes- 
sion of important events, particularly the fluc- 
tuating condition of President Gartield and 
his sudden death, the factions of the 
alleged Fenian plotters were lost sight 
of by tne general observer. The Gov- 
erument of — United States, bow- 
ever, through secret-service agents, continued 
an investigation begun‘at the time of the dis- 
covery of the infernal macbines, and, aided by 
anxious and able English detectives, ferreted 
the ter to the end. The result of these in- 
vestigations has never been made pubiic, and 
possibly would not dave been for some time to 
come were it not for 
ANXIETY OF SEVERAL OF THE REVOLUTION- 

ARY LEADERS, 
who, trettul over the quict work of the detectives, 
began to cut adrift the suspected parties, who 
it is now asserted acted in their own interest, 
and not in concert with avy known organization, 
The results of the affair ostracized O Donovaa 
Rusea of New York, Patrick Crowe of Peoria, 
III., and Peter H. Foye of this city, from re- 
spectuble Irish Nationalists’ company in this 
country. Not that they were the uutbors of a 
sinister plot to destroy life and property by the 
explosion of the diabolical machine shipped, but 
because the entire affair was fraudulent, and 
merely a plot to cheat the English Government 
out of a large sum of money, which had naugbt 
fur its results but the enrichment of the 
schemers and the disgrace of the Irish cause. 
These facts are established by the police in- 
quiries, and, while 
THE SEQUEL 

to the great sensation was the cause of much 
chagrin to the British officials stationed in this 
country, it relieved the Government of grave 
apprehensions. 

It will be remembered that Crowe, about the 
time the discovery of the machines was an- 
nounced, attracted attention by asserting that 
be was their manufacturer, and proposed to 
manufacture more. This was done to relieve 
Rossa from responsibility, as the daily contribu- 
tions to the loquacious organizers’ skirmishing 
funds suddenly feil off under the tremendous 
fire of public opposition to a Nihilistic method 
of warfare. Rossa, too, suddenly hedged 
in the hope of saving the gencral 
cause from disgrace, and stated that the whole 
affair was a clever plot of a shrewd Irishman 
to :nake a little money.“ and further, that the 
machines had been shipped, and afterwards in- 
formation of the fact given to the Eaglish au- 
thorities, for which 

THE “* CLEVER IRISHMAN” 
received $1,000. This story was literally true, 
although never believed by the public, nor did 
the authorities credit it until its éorrecthess 
was established by investigation. The follow- 
ing information, which will be printed tomor- 
row, given as to the details of this remarkable 
plot, comes from the most reliable sources, 
and bas been given for the sole purpose of re- 
lieving the Irish National movement in this 
coyntry from the bane under which it has rested 
since the finding of the infernal macbine. 

Peter H. Foye is well koown in Philadelphia 
and New York through his connection with 
Fenian affairs. Until a few weeks ago he was 
the proprietor of a groggery at No. 1818 Market 
street. in this city. He was identified as an ex- 
tremist in all that pertains to Ireland, and was 
always in close sympatby, with tho Rossa fac- 
tion. Through Foye 

A PROPOSITION 

was made last winter to Kossa’s followers in the 
city looking to the construction of torpedoes 
and the compounding of explosives. After sev- 
eral interviews with the inventor, who is a 
Philadeiphian, Rossa ordered an apparatus for 
experimental purposes. This was done, and the 
experiment, which was made in the Catskill 
Mountains, near Fishkiil, proved entirely satis- 
factory. Upon this result twenty-one ef the 
machines were ordered, and the Philadelphian 
proceeded with their manufacture. They were 
delivered to Foye in June. The gape: are 
quite ingenious in coustruction. In a square, 
elongated tin case seven small tin tubes 
are securely placed, with the aid of 
solder. The tubes are supposed to be charged 
witha terrific explosive. A steel rod extends 
from the bottom of one of the tubes to the top, 
terminating in close proximity to a strong 
spring, which in turn is 

CONNECTED witu DELICATE CLOCKWORK. 
The spring, when set, holds taut a small lever 
which rests upon a curved arch of steel, one end 
terminating in the tin tube, from which ex- 
tends the steel rod. When the clockwork is in 
motion the lever is gradually moved along the 
curved arch until it reaches the end, 
woere, by maus of the spring, it 
is suddenly jerked a distance of an inch down 
the steel roa, fastened to which is an igniting 
substance. The sparks thus generated cause the 
material in tbe tube to explode, acd the concu# 
sion incident to this explosion discharges the re- 
maining tubes. When O’Donovan-Kossa got 
possession of these machines fully charged Fuye 
proceeded to turn truitqr. It is not possible to 
iearn to whom Foye tirst made overtures, but in 
the course of time he was negotiating with the 
British Consul in New York. The firat imforma- 
tion given by Foye was to the cffect that a 
Fenian bad left New York on a White Star Line 
steamer having in his possession 

TWO OF THE INFERNAL MACHINES, 

This information was not lodged until the ves- 
sel had arrived, of which fact Foye had beeu ad- 
vised by a cublegrum. Foye bad with him one 
of the terrible machines, and his information so 
impressed the British vtliciuis that the latter at 
once called for the arrest or the inspection of 
the baggage carried by the individual described 
by his informant. The piotters, assisted by the 
Consul’s promptness, were highly successful. 
When the English authorities hurriediy appeared 
on tne deck of the steamer they found mat the 

erson described bad left the moment the vessel 
anded, leaving his baggage behind with orders 
that it should be stored untiicalled for. It was 
searched, aud the two machines found concealed. 


Of course the baggage was never called for. 
This matter was kept secret. and, according to 
the information given by Foye, 
ANOTHER GREAT PLOT 
was afloat. He had now succeded in establish- 
ing himself in tbe graces of the British officials, 
and his services were demanded at almost any 
price, After reporti daily for a week, he 
suddenly discovere that a number of 
machines bad been shipped. Himself and 
bis fellow-conspirators had arranged to tell the 
story that wicked Fenians bad arranged to ship 
infernal machines to a consignee who bad no 
existence, and consequently the goods in which 
the machines were concealed would be stored in 
the Government buildings. Ina few days after 
their arrival the apparatus would cause an ex- 
plosion, and great destruction would follow. 
The price demanded to thwart this disaster was 
$10,000. The terms were agreed upon, cuntingent 
ou the information 2 1 correct. in due 
time the vessel arrived, the machiges were dis- 
covered, and ; 
A GREAT SENSATION FOLLOWED, 

for all of which the English Govern- 
ment was out $10,000. Foye has bad but 
littie pleasure with his portion of the 
plunder, as a few weeks ago be fled from 
his establishment in Market street under the 
impression that the United States authorities 
were about to arrest bim. and has not been 
beurd of since.

WISCONSIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Triduné. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 7.—The political situa- 
tion in Wisconsin is becoming quite interesting, 
and if the electors of this State do not vote at 
the coming election it will not be for the lack 
of avariety of tickets from which to make 
a selection. The Republicans, the Democrats, 
the Greenbackers, and the Prohibitionists have 
each a full-fledged State ticket in the fleid. and 
as itis less than two months before the election 
takes piace, the different parties are already do- 
ing what they can to poll as large 
a vote as possible. The Republicans have 
an excellent list of candidates, headed by Gen. 
J. M. Rusk, ex-member of Congress from the 
Seventh District,and an oid soldier, who won 
his way to distinction in the Union army. His 
colleagues on the ticket are all able and worthy 
men,and their triumphant election would be 
regarded as certain ina straight pull between 
the Republicans and Democrats; but the off 
year in politics and the other three tickets make 
the result in November somewhat uncertain. 
At tho last election Mr. Garfield's majority was 
nearly 30,000, which was about 10,000 greater than 
ever was touched by either Lincoin or Grant, aud 
much larger than any majority ever given 
in the State for a Republican Governor, 
except in 1878, when Smith defeated Jenkins by 
26,000. That year the Temperance ticket re- 
ceived but few votes, and the Greenback can- 
didate received only 12,000 votes out of a total 
poll of 187,000. The election for Governor in 
Wisconsin falls upon the off year, when consid- 
erable apathy prevails among tne masses, and it 
requires a much greater effort to obtain a full 
vote. The following table shows the vote for 
Governor during the last twenty years, and it 
also shows that our Wisconsin Republican 
friends cannot rely upon the large majority 
rolled up last fall for Garfield and Arthur:

These figures show that the Republicans have 
barely escaped defeat on several occasions; that 
they were badly beaten in 1873, with one of the 
best Governors the State ever had as 
their cundidate, and that in 1875, while 
Ludington carried the State for Governor over 
Farmer Taylor, the Democrats elected all of the 
other State offices. It must not be for- 
gotten also that it was not until 1877 
that the Greenback party put in an appeurance 
with a State ticket, or tust the 26.40 votes 
polled for Allis in 1877 come almost exclusively 
from the Republican party. When these Fiat 
lunatics returned to the oid fold—in 1879—or a 
portion of them,the majority for Smith, which 
was only 4,000 over Mallory in 1877, jumped ~ 
to . M0 over Jenkins in 187¥, and the Ureenbac 
vote diminished over 13,000 in two years. This 
yeur Allis is ayain the Greenback candidate, but 
the success that has attended resumption, the 
present prosperous condition of the country, the 
rapid extinction of the public debt, and the low 
rute of interest at which money can now be ob- 
tained in consequence of the reasonable financial 
policy of the Republican party bas cured a ma- 
jority of these Greenback lunatics, and many 
ot them are clotbed again in their right minds.

At the late Republican State Con- 
vention the Probibitionists tried to get a resolu- 
tion passed declaring that it was the duty of the 
Legisiature to submit such an amendment to a 
vote of the people. and not mecting witb the 
success they wisbed immediately called a con- 
vention and nominated a State ticket of their 
own, aud will support it. 

How much tuis movement will endanger 
the Republican ticket it is ditlicult now to pre- 
dict. as there is no suilicient data within cusy 
reach on whichto torm an estimate of their 
strength in the State. They confess that they 
do not expect to do more thau to neip defeat 
Gen. Rusk and the rest of the Republican ticket, 
and they do it in order to “discipline the Re- 
publican party for refusing to do all that they 
demand of it. The Democratic newspapers lend 
the Pronhibitionists all the aid and comfort in 
their power, not that they care a fig 
for the temperance question ber 8e. 
but because it will help to weuken the Kepub- 
lican ticket, and make its defeat the more 
probabie. It remains to be seen what success 
chese iwpracticuble meu will have iu forcing the 
Repubtican party into the indorsement of their 
wiid theories, or ju disciplining” it by electing 
the Demoecrutic candidates, froin whom they d- 
mit they expect nothing.

Too LITTLE 1 has been paid to the 
dramatic close of the career of ex-Gov.

He had been the Governor of South Car- 
olina, and was a near relative of the former 
Chief Justice of the State. Nd carpet- 
bagger in the South lived mureriotously in 
the days of his period than Moses did, and 
he did not suffer for friends. His character 
four “generosity” was commended op ail 
sides; and it was true that he distributed 
with a lavish hand the fruits of his robberies. 
But his generosity was more the result of 
his natural improvidence than of a good 
disposition. After the carpet-baggers were 
driven out of South Carolina Moses 
removed to New York, and launched upon a 
new.career of dissipation and extravagance. 
The money he had purloined was soon 
spent, and he had neither the capacity nor 
the industry to earn more. He sank lower 
and lower. The time came when he was 
not ashamed to beg, and he soon rejoiced to 
relieve the monotony of this occupation by 
the excitement of petty theft. Finally he 
was arrested for obtaining $10 on false pre- 
tenses—an inglorious ending fora man who 
in his time had stolen perhaps a million 
from a State and never been punished for it. 
— 
WHETHER Dr. Parkhurst's conduct with 
reference to his accusations against the pri- 
vate character of Dr. Thomas is passed“ 
by the conference or not, it will not be ap- 
proved by the majority of right-feeling per- 
sons in this community.

Whether this is “unchristian conduct“ or 
not may be from the point of view of the 
conference immaterial, but we are quite 
sure that it is unfair and improper condued.

WE had occasion some days ago to refer to 
the remarkable utterances of the London 
Spectator in connection with the death of 
President Garfield. Its words, which have 
deeper meaning from the fact that it is the 
leading organ of the ruling party in En- 
gland, were as follows: 

The week has been saddened for all English- 
speaking men. The Qucen's unprecedeated 
act in ordering mourning for one neither a 
sovereign nor a relative precisely expressed the 
universal feeling that an Englishinan, who was 
in the place of a King. and worthy to rank with 
Kings, bad passed away. It is not an exagyera- 
tion to say that, of the 83,000,000 people who now 
think in English, there are not fifty who would 
not have made some sacrifice to aid the late 
President in bis struggle forlite. This fact may 
yet affect the history of the world. All English- 
men are interested in the only Englishman who 
reigns by election, ahd solicitous thathe do 
nothing lowering an office that half of them 
feel must one day exist in England. 

The Pall Mall Gazetie supplemented this 
article in another, a liberal extract from 
which was printed in Tue TRIBUNE yester- 
day, in which it was said: 

The President of the United States exercises 
more direct personal power than the occupant 
of the Engiish throne. He combines in bis own 
person the most important functions of the sov- 
ereign and of the Prime Minister in constitu- 
tional States. and the transfer of the Presiden- 
tial powers way easily be a much more serious 
matter than a change in the wearer of a crown. 
Yet this devolution of power was accomplished 
as quietiy, witb as little interruption to the busi- 
ness of the Republic, as if the seat that had been 
vacated and refilled Bad been that of a cierk in 
the post-office instead of being that of the Chief 
Executive of the most powerful Nation in the 
Worid. 

Let him who has ascrap-book prepare to 
use itnow. These opinions of the English 
press will be needed for future reference. 
They are streaks going before the dawn of 
the British Republic. A generation ago, 
journals that had used such language would 
have been proscribed by society, and thrown 
Now they are be- 
hind instead of being in advance of public 
opinion.

THE MORALITY OF CORNERS. 

The people of England have been for some 
time excited over the corner in cotton which 
some persons have been maintaining at 
Liverpool. The price of cotton has been 
pushed to such a ruinously high point that 
the cotton-spinners have retaliated and 
closed their mills, refusing to buy cotton at 
the prices demanded by the corner. The 
matter has been vigorously discussed by the 
press of Great Britain, and the Suturday 
Review of Sept. 17 thus describes the corner 
and the situation of businessit has produced: 


What a corner is, is very easily understood 
when once the term has been explained. The 
same man, or the same group of men, is at once 
buyer and seller. He is buyer because he has 
contracted for the delivery to him of ali the 
cotton or other goods with which the specula- 
tion nas to do in existence at some future time. 
He is seller because he has contrived in the 
meanwhile to buy up beforehand ail the cotton 
or other goods which will be in existence at that 
time. Consequentiy, when the time arrives, and 
the dealers who contracted to deliver the cotton 
go into the market to buy it, they tind that it is 
already in the bands of the man to whom they 
have agreed to sell it. Of this circumstance, 
however, the law takes no cognizance. The 
dealers have agreed to deliver so much cotton to 
A, and they are bound to carry out their under- 
taking witbout reference to the fact that they 
must buy it from A in order to have i to deliver. 
A, therefore, has it in his power t@put up the 
price of cotton to any pvint be likes—subject, 
of course, to the proviso that this point must 
not be se high as to make the cotton absolutely 
unsalable. The present endeavor of the cotton 
spinners is to cause the cotton to become un- 
su lable at a point below that which the corner 
mau bas asshrned in his own mind. He has cal- 
culated that they will endure a certain amount 
of loss; that, rather than ciose their milis, they 
will go on buying cotton from him, even though 
the price they bave to pay for it eats up all the 
protit they ordiourily make by selling the yarn 
to the manufacturers. 


The cotton corner in England is compar- 
atively insignificant compared with the cor- 
ners in wheat, corn, oats, pork, and other 
commodities in this city, and these corners 
here are capable of being repeated from time 
to time with more or less loss and embarrass- 
ment to the country generally. The present 
corner in corn is aggravated beyond all 
precedent by the successful embargo it has 
placed on the receipts and shipments of corn 
from this market. It has in the first place 
raised thé price of corn so high that it cannot 
be sold here to be taken hence except at a 
heavy loss. This compels the retention here 
of all the corn in warehouse. The ware- 
houses here are full, and no more can be 
received. The railroads can bring no more 
here, and much of the corn in warehouse 
along the railways is held by those who 
command the situation here. The corner, 
therefore, is in but little danger from being 
broken by fresh receipts—such receipts be- 
ing excluded bv the blockade of the roads. 
Everything therefore combines to make the 
corner a success, 

One thing must be taken into considera- 
tion when discussing the morality of this 
business. The commercial world recognizes 
the legitimacy and morality of buying and 
selling for future delivery. This is in one 
sense incidental to all traffic. When men 
find sugar, coffee, and other commodities es- 
pecially low they buy heavily for future de- 
livery, expecting a rise in the market and 
large profits. Both buyer and seller specu- 
late, or, in the common language of the day, 
bet large amounts on the chances of the rise 
or fall of prices. Even in the ordinary econ- 
omy of the household it is regarded no more 
than proper prudence for the head of the 


family to purchase coal in June or July to 


be delivered during the next winter, The 
coal merchant, who may or may not have the 
coal, takes the chances of being able to de- 
liver it at the time for the price specified. 
The practice of sales for future delivery 
being recognized as legitimate and moral in 
all commercial transactions, it is difficult to 
draw the line where such transactions cease 
to be legitimate and moral, and become 
swindling and gambling. Hence, the great 
toleration of corners in a nation where buy- 
ing and selling is univer sal, and where all 


| 


| 


buying and selling is a matter of speculation. 
In the olden time there was an offense known 
to the law and punishable called “forestall- 
iug the market by the purchase of all arti- 
cles of food and holding them at extor on- 
ate prices. Practically a corner is nothing 
more than forestalling, which is even at the 
present time a common law offense, but cor- 
ners have become so common and so enor- 
mous that it would be somewhat ridiculous 
perhaps to attempt to apply that law to them. 
Public opinion must govern in these mat- 
ters. and public opinion does not yet brand a 
man who makes money by a corner asa 
gambler or a swindler; on the contrary, the’ 
mau who enters into competition with a cor- 
ner and, losing. refuses to pay up his com 
tracts, is more apt to have these terms ap- 
plied to him, and to be put under the social 
ban for immorality. Public opinion has 
never yet been strong enough in its denun- 
ciation of a corner to require that those en- 
gaged in a successful corner should pay 
their gains back to their victims. 

There are corners and there are corners. 
The present condition of the Chicago mar- 
ket must be confessed as indicative of a low 
grade of commercial morality. A has pos- 
sessed himself of all the corn in the market; 
he has purchased all the warehouse facilities 
so that no more corn can be received; and 
refuses to sell corn except at prices which 
forbid exportation. He has compelled the 
lake fleets to abandon navigation ninety days 
before the close of the season, and cut off 
the grain transportation by rail. He has 
blocked the market, and demands prices far 
beyond the commercial value of the corn. 

This is carrying the corner beyond any- 
thing in that line hitherto attempted. It is 
carrying a corner to that point when the 
Board of Trade must interpose in the cause 
of public right and public morality. No 
man can be tolerated in a monopoly of this 
extent. It has forbidden the receipt or ship- 
ment of grain from this market; it excludes 
the millions of grain of all kinds now held 
in the country districts seeking sale in this 
city. It closes warehouses, and forbids the 
transportation hither or hence. It has 
suspended all legitimate or commercial deal- 
ings in grain and reduced all transactions to 
a new game of endurance between those 
holding the monopoly and those trying to 
break it. Certainly, the managers of the 
Board of Trade can find some means where- 
by these extreme measures by which this 
monopoly is maintained may be declared to 
be outside of all commercial justice and mor- 
ality, an uniustifiable violation of public 
right and public interest, and, therefore, 
not to be tolerated or recognized, and all 
contracts made by it to be illegal and void. 
We do not make this suggestiol because of 
any regard for those who are contending 
with the corner. They are entitled to no 
special consideration. Their aim is to grind 
prices down to the lowest possible point. 
They are a multitude, The corner is, on the 
contrary, managed by a few, who of necessi- 
ty must command a large capital, and they 
are for increasing prices, and paying liberally 
for the products of the farm. Every corner 
adds immensely to the producers’ profits. 
But in this case it is warring upon producers 
and the general public. It is paralyzing all 
trade in breadstuffs: has destroyed lake 
and railroad commerce: \ has seized and 
blockaded the roads to market; has inter- 
rupted the business of the country; and has 
become dangerous and destructive to the 
public interests. It is a monstrous nuisance, 
which should be promptly abated, and rigor- 
ofits measures should be taken to prevent its 
ever being repeated. 


GUITEAU’S “TIMIDITY AND TRUTHFUL- 
NE33.”’ 


Mr. George Scoville, the brother-in-law of 
the assasig of the late President, says: 1 
have always found Guiteau truthful in his 
dealings with me.“ Mr. Scoville is the only 
man with whom Guiteau ever had any 
“dealings”? who is so fortunate as to have 
found him “truthful.” It is fortunate for 
Guiteau that his brother-in-law is endowed 
with a confiding and trustful disposition. 
The man who, under the circumstances, be- 
lieves Guiteau rather than Guard McGill 
possesses excellent material for a good broth- 
er-in-law. When Guiteau was beating 
his way through the world, and was reduced 
to rags, ana starvation stared him in the face, 
be used to return to the bosom of his family 
to get fat and reclothed off their bounty. 
When he had gained sufficient strength he 
made it lively for his sister by chasing her 
about the house with an ax and threat- 
ening to split her head open. The 
presumption is that his brother-in-law didn’t 
believe Guiteau insane then, for he 
didn’t offer to confine him in an asylum. 
Guiteau was not so “timid” then as he is 
now. Mr. Scoville says: “He (Guiteau) is 
naturally of a timid disposition.’’ Probably 
this is true now, but he was both timid and 
brave during his career as a dead-beat. He 
was never very timid in “running uv“ bilis, 
but he was as bashful as a maiden in her 
teens about pafing them. In fact, he would 
run away rather than meet a creditor, 
and his ereditors were so plenty that his 
timidity kept him constantly on the run. It 
is eminently probable that he reserved all the 
truth there was in his naturally timid dis- 
position“ for his brother-jn-law’s private 
ear, for he had to substitute lies for the bills 
of his boarding-house keepers, his tailors, 
and his washerwomen. 

Brother-in-law Scoville says that the recent 
attempt upon Guiteau’s life“ has fright- 
ened him considerably.” Itis to be hoped 
that he now realizes how his sister felt when 
he was chasing her about the house with an 
ax threatening to split her head open. 
Guiteau “ fears violence“ when he is being 
taken to court, and requests Brother-in-law 
Scovilie to use every effort to insure his 
safety. This is evidence of his naturally 
timid disposition.”” He fears violence to his 
own precious person, but he has no fear of 
violence to other persons. He took very 
good aim when he shot the President, and 
then, after having done violence to millions 
of people in the person of their chosen rep- 
resentative in the first place in the land, he 
immediately became very timid on the sub- 
ject of violence—violence to his own wretch- 
ed carcass. 

Guiteau is more fortunate in his brother- 
in-law than in his brother, which shows that 
some brothers-in-law are better than some 
brothers. Guiteau has a brother in Boston; 
but, according to Brother-in-law Scoville, 
“he declines to do anything” for the assasin. 
The presumption is that Guiteau’s brother in 
Boston does not believe the assasin is insane, 
and hence does not propose to aid him in 
evading the penalty of his crime. 

The prominent features of Guiteau’s char- 
acter, according to Brother-in-law Scoville, 
seem to be two—truthfulness and timidity. 
It must be admitted that these qualities are 
not usually found in an eminent degree of 
development in dead-beats. It is matter 
of astonishment how Guiteau was able so 
successfully to beat his way through the 
world for at least twenty years by being 
timia and truthful. The only explanation 
of this undoubted fact is that his truthful- 
ness commenced where his timidity left off. 
When Guiteau registered at a hotel, for ex- 
ample, he was too timid to inform the pro- 
prietor that he had no money to pay his bill: 
and when the proprietor learned the fact he 
was too truthful to deny it. And then, hav- 
ing demonstrated his devotion to the truth, 
his timidity so overcame him that he ran 


| away as fast as his legs would carry him to 


| avoid being kicked into the street. Guitean 


has always feared violence, and he has 
always had good occasion to fear it, for the 
people he has robbed have always deen 
aching to kiek him Uown-stairs and kiek him 
after he was down. Truthfulness and timid- 
ity—bah! 


THE PROGRESS OF MEDICAL SCIENCE. 

At the recent gession of the International 
Medical Congress in London, a gathering of 
physicians and surgeons which represented 
the very flower of the profession and the 
highest standards of skill, Prof. Lluxley, one 
ot the most eminent of observers, whatever 
may be his medical or surgical knowledge, 
delivered an address upon the progress of 
medical science, which was highly com- 
mended, and inswhieh he said: 


Thanks to the intimate alliance of morphology 
with medicine, the natural history of disease 
has at the present day attained a high degree of 
perfection. Accurate regional anatomy has 
rendered practicable the expioration of the 
most hidden parts of the organism aud the de- 
termination during life of murbid changes in 
them; anatomical andhistological post- mortem 
investigations have supplied physicians with a 
sure basis upon which to rest the classification 
of diseases, and with unerring tests of the accu- 
racy or inaccuracy of their diaguoses. 


Prof. Huxley’s view of the progress of 
medical science is en encouraging one, and 
if we were to accept it as correct, coming 
from so high an authority, it would be cause 
for congratulation that the ills of life have 
been overcome to so large an extent, and that 
the knowledge of the causes and locality of 
diseases or of hurts to the body has become 
so accurate that the cure can only be a mat- 
ter of time or of physical strength. It 
would also be a cause for congratulation 
that we are nd longer to be the subjects of 
mere experiment or of absolute empiricism 
as in the past, but that diagnoses will be so 
unerring mistakes eannot ogcur, and hence 
the chances for recovery will be vastly in- 
creased. Butis all this so? Is Prof. Hux- 
ley correct in his enthusiastie outlook over 
the field of medical science? Was * 
more than saying complimentary thi to 
the congress which were eagerly accepted, 
coming from so distinguighed a source ? 

At the very time he was eulogizing the ex- 
alted stages whien, iu his estimation, med- 
ical science has reached the late President 
was sullering from the effects of his mur- 
derer’s cruel shot, This was a test case in 
defining how far medical science has gone. 
The patient had the services directly of six 
of our most prominent practitioners, two of 
them at least Without superiors, perhaps, in 
the world. These in their turn had numer- 
ous counselors. ‘The nurses were people 
educated in medical knowledge, and conse- 
quently were peculiarly fitted for their 
position. Every appliance of science, 
everything that skill and affection could 
suggest, and everything that money could 
procure was had instantly. There were 
no delays in the case. There was not a 
condition that could be suggested by his 
physicians that was not vrovided for at 
once. They had the benefits of hundreds of 
post-mortem examinations in cases of death 
from gunshot wounds. They had the results 
of army-hospital experience to guide them. 
They had the benefit of all those conditions 
which Prof. Huxley claims, such as accurate 
regional anatomy, the knowledge of the 
most hidden parts of the organism, to help 
them determine morbid changes during 
life in this organism, and anatomical 
ahd histological post-mortem examina- 
tions, all 
“have supplied physicians with a sure 
basis upon which to rest the classifica- 
tion of diseases, and with unerring tests 
of the accuracy or inaccuracy of their 
diagnoses.” And yet the patient died. This, 
however, might have occurred under the 
most favorable circumstances. But how is 
it that, having all the advantages set forth 
by Prof. Huxley as leading to an accurate 
diagnosis, their diagnosis was all wrong, and 
so wrong as to be almost phenomenal in its 
wrongness? If regional anatomy is so accu- 
rate that the most hidden parts of the organism 
can be explored, how is it that they not onl} 
could not find where the bullet was, but could 
even mistake a pus channel for its track? 
Uow is it that they knew nothing of the mor- 
bid changes going on in that suffering organ- 
ism? How is it that they were ignorant of 
the specific cause of death until they had ex- 
plored the body with the knife? This was 
not carelesness, nor ignorance, nor neglect, 
for his physicians were men of the 
highest skill and knowledge. The re- 
sult simply demonstrates that Prof. 
Huxley must have greatly exagger- 
ated the amount of progress made by 
medical science, and that nature at times that 
baffles investigation and refuses to allow the 
investigators, however skillful or coura- 
geous they may be, to pass beyond the 
bounds of experiment, This we must either 
concede or convict the attending physicians 
of gross carelesness and ignorance, which 
no one believes to have been the case. Prof. 
Huxley’s assumption of accuracy apparently 
is not based upon fact, 


THE MARGIN PRICE FOR CORN. 

The remarks made by some of our ex- 
changes show that they do not understand 
the recent action of the Directors of our 
Board of Trade in regard to November corn. 
The naming of 62 cents per bushel was in no 
sense a fixing of the price for the article, ora 
veto on the calling of margins by the longs 
uptoawmuch higher figure. We may illus- 
trate by reference to the market price of 76 
cents the day the decision was made. Under 
that ruling the buyer could insist on the 
seller protecting the trade by margining 
up to 834 cents—that is, to 10 per 
cent above the ruling price. But the 
decision gave to the seller the power to call 
for margins down to a much lower point 
than he could have done without it. In 
other words, the action of the Directors did 
not interpose a bar to the upward march of 
the market, but simply provided a means of 
protection to the seller in case of a sudden 
drop of more than 10 per cent, which is all 
the margin that could have been insisted on 
without the interposition complained of. 
How much risk there was of such a tumble 
is shown by the break of about 14 cents al- 
ready this week; also, by reference to the 
fact that the average specie price of corn in 


this market tor many years past was only 43 


cents per bushel; and the average for the 
first nine months of the present year was 
only 44}¢ cents. Any one who will consider 
these facts will agree that such a price as 76 
cents could only be justified by conditions 
which have hitherto been unheard of. That 
price was only reached as the consequence 
of a big speculative strain, which demoral- 
ized the course of commerce. A break was 
exceedingly probable; and such an event 
would have left the short sellers entirely at 
the mercy of the longs but for the action 
which has been widely criticised as arbitrary 
and unfair.

Twenty years agobe aban- 
doned his chosen profession and entered upon a 
mercantile career, in which be took an equally 
high position and added still more to bis fortune. 
Some time after be commenced business he was 
converted to religion and entered upon the 
work of an evangelist, in which he was also em- 
inently successful, the late Vice-President 
Henry Wilson being among bis converts. It was 
during this period that be conceived the idea of 
building Wellesley College as a memorial 
to his daughter. In this work be was 
aided by his large-hearted wife, and the result of 
their joint efforts is one of the finest institutions 
for young women ia the land—a memorial not 
only of his daughter's worth but of his own 
generosity... Though Matthew Vassar has been 
dead many years, his name is still affectionately 
remembered in connection with the institution 
he founded, and Wellesley College will equally 
recall the name of Mr. Durant in years to come. 
The spleudid monuments which these two men 
have erected ought to suggest tqour wealthy 
men other similar enterprises which they might 
establish in their iffetime, which they might 
live to see in a flourishing condition, and which 
they might leave as proud monuments to their 
memory. '

The chief cause of the present corner prices 
of grain is the abundance of money. There is 
too much idle capital in the country, and those 
who Wish can conventrate it for purely specu- 
lative purposes. The corner in provisions a 
year or so ago, when millions of money were 
pocketed by a few bold operators, was a fair 
illustration of the ease with whicb capital cao 
be wielded to rob the people. Wheat and corn 
bave been repeatedly manipulated in the same 
way, and no matter how the speculators fare in 
the long run, the great mass of consumers suffer 
severely. They pay tribute to the rapacity of 
these merciless conspirators in every sack of 
flour they buy, and in almost every pound of 
provisions that goes upon their tables. There 
seems to be no remedy for this growing evil, but 
if itis not soon checked by the operations of 
the laws of trade the people will demand pro- 
tection by statute. The moral law condemns 
every man engaged in such business, but that is 
not enough for the modern speculator. He 
needs something more tangible than that. The 
dread of incarceration within the walls of a 
prison here would restrain him more than the 
terrors of hell hereafter.

LANCASTER, Pa., Oct. 6.—About midnight last 
night this city was the scene of one of the most 
horrible crimes ever committed in this sec- 
tion, resulting in the daath of a woman 
who had first been outraged by two mis- 
creants and then beaten until life was ex- 
tinct. The parties who committed the deed 
are Philip Rogers and Edward Sanders, two 
well-known characters of this place. The vie- 
tim is Mrs. Mary Seymour, who, with her three 
little children, ecanging in age from 2 toll 
years, resided in a one-story frame house on 
John street. Having left her husband, and 
being dependent for the sustenance of 
herself and little ones on her own exertions, 
she bad rented the front rooni of her 
house to Adeline Robinson, who, with the two 
persons who committed the dced, were the only 
witnesses of the crime. The following story 
was told by her at Ald. Barr's ollice today: 
Rogers was in the house of Mrs. Seymour, 
sleeping on tho kitchen floor, and about 
ll o'clock Sanders knocked at the door 
and asked admission, which was refysed at 
first, but he wus finally admitted. He then 
made an attempt to outrage Mrs. Seymour, who 
screamed for help and fought him until ex- 
hausted, when be accomplished the deed, not- 
withstanding the tact that the three little chil- 
dren were cowering with fear in a remote cor- 
ner of the room. Wheu Mrs. Seymour tinally 
broke loose from the brute he cuught her again 
and pounded her on the head, race, and body. 

Nearly dead, the woman finally escaped and 
ran into the, street, calling the neighbors for 
help. She succeeded in arousing Mr. Nathaniel 
Pickle, to whom she said: For God's sake let 
me in.“ Sanders attempted to follow ber into 
tne house, he having pursued her from her owu 
residence. He was, however, refused ad- 
mittance. He then left, saying he would 
hunt a doctor, as be had hurt the woman 
badly. Mrs. Seymour at this time was bleeding 
profusely from the mouth, nose, and ears, and 
was evidently in a dying condition. They asked 
what Sanders and Rogers had done. She said 
they had outraged and then beat her. Sanders 
again came to the house, 1 that he 
could vot find a doctor; that Mrs. Sey- 
mour had drank two quarts of beer, which was 
the cause of her sickness. While the woman 
was dying Sanders stood over the bed jeering 
and taunting her. The last words uttered by 
the woman were: God have mercy on me, and 
take care of my little children.“ 

Warrants for the arrest of the two villains 
were at once issued, and officers went in searth. 
Sanders was found in front of the bouse where 
the woman had died. When arrested Sanders 
suid to the officers: ** Here’s my wings put on 
the chains.“ He was lodged in jail, and 
Rogers next searched for. He was 
found concealed at the Pile Ilron-Works, 
where he was lying beside one of the 
furnaces witha gang of tramps. lle was also 
committed to jail. Sanders. who is the princi- 
pal in the crime,is about 25 years old, and is 
well known tothe officers, having been fre- 
quently arrested. Rogers is about 20 years old, 
and bas a bad reputation. The children of Mrs. 
Seymour will be taken in charge by the authori- 
ties, as they are left without protection. The

THE CITY HEALTH. 


Prevalence of Malarial Diseases. 

THe TRIBUNE yesterday showed that zymotic 
diseases are prevailing to an alarming extent in 
this city for this time of year, and that the ty- 
pho malarial or typhoid fever last month claimed 
over 100 victims. A corroboration of this un- 
picasant state of affairs was yesterday shown by 
tne following letter from Dr. Bartlett, of the 
North Side, addressed to Dr. De Wolf. In it ‘he 
gives his professional experience. The letter is 
as follows: 

CHICAGO, Oct. 6.— Dr. De Wolf—Dear Sin: I 
advise you of a case of scariet-fever at No. X21 
North Halsted street, third Huor, entrauce in the 
rear, in the familyof Wehren. 

Lately I have treated a numberof cases of 
typhoid tever, or, as some would call it, typho- 
malarial fever. A man at No. 141 Sedgwick 
street is convalescent; a man at No. 80 Bremer 
street is just recovered. Thereis now a case at 
each of these houses: No. 80 Bremer, No. 10 
Townsend, No. 218 Sedgwick street, in basement. 
At No. 212 Townsend, on third floor, I have 
treated a mild case of fever in a child. Ou the 
second tloor there is now a serious case of fever 
in a child, and in the basement a woman is re- 
ported sick of a tever. In a house on Elm street 
in the rear of No. 28 Sedgwick street, I 
treated a case each last month. During the 
summer I lost a case of typhoid iever 
at No. 236 Townsend, and I treated five cases ut 
No. 100 Townsend street. Now, these cases, a 
dozen or more, are all located wifbin a radius of 
a quarter of a mile from the corner of Oak and 
Towrsend streets. In the last six months I have 
seen more typhoid-fever cases in Chicago than 
I have trea herein twelve years previous.

OFF THE TRACK. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Sioux Crry, Ia. Oct. 7.—An accident happened 
to the through passehger-train bearing the 
Marquis of Lorne and party on the Sioux City & 
Pacific Road just after midnight this morning. 
The train was behind time. and running faster 
than usual. When near Thompson's Creek, in 
heavy timber, four miles east of this city, cattle 
were seen on the track ahead of the train. The 
air brakes were applied, but the train could 
not be stopped. One steer was caught on 
the pilot of tne engine and carried there until 
a second one was struck. The engine passed 
over this and went into the ditch. The engl- 
neer, David Douglass, stepping from the cab to 
the tender, fell between and lay partly across 
the track just beside the steer that bad been 
left there by the pilot. The corner of the tank 
rested partly on the steer and partly on the en- 
gineer’s back and head, burying the face in the 
ground. The baggafe-car was thrown off on 
the other side of the truck. The smoking-car 
was derailed, as was the forward end of the la- 
dies’ car. The engine was so broken that steam 
and hot water poured out, adding to 
the excitement of the occasion. The 
trainmen and passengers came to we help of 
the engineer, and by diggiag from under bim 
and lifting on the tender tank released bim. At 
first they supposed bim dead, but he revived 80 
as to return home on the noon train. The car 
containing the Marquis of Lorne and party, be- 
ing the last of the train, was little disturbed by 
the accident. His Grace came torward to the 
wreck just as the tender was being lifted off the 
engineer. He returned o the var and remained 
till the wreck was cleared, at noon. Trainmen 
say that the connections on the Lorne car did 
not fit the air-brake connection on the other 
cars, and, the car being heavy, shoved the train 
ahead. Ocherwise the accident might have been 
avoided.

BURIED IN A MINE,

L-AMUSEMENTS. 
THE TWO RICHARDS. 

Both Mr. McCullough and Mr. Keene appeared 
in the play of Richard III.“ last evening, and 
both tragedians were fortunate in having bogts 
of friends to witness and commend their 
efforts to interpret one of the most 
repellent and least pleasurable of Shakspeare s 
many great dramatié creations. The large 
stage and ample resources of Haverly's Theatre 
enabled Mr. McCullough to present his concep- 
tion of the part strengthened by scenic effects 
unattainable ina smaller place. There was much 
to admire in the mounting of the play, and the 
stage-pictures were exceedingly well framed. 
At Hooley’s the attention of the audienee was 
not withdrawn from the star performer by a 
lavish mise en scene and scrupulous attention 
to details. The management are not apparently 
unmindful of the fact that the greatest inter- 
preters of Shakspeare were wont to act in the 
rudest kind of temples devoted to the 
dramatic art, and that frequentiy the changing 
scenes were indicated by the presence of boards 
on which was inscribed the nature of the locali- 
ty in which the next act was supposed to take 
place. Forrest's sneer at what be was wont to 
Call the scene-painter’s drums is not yet for- 
gotten. By as much larger as Haveriy's atre 
exceeds in size that on Kandolpb street, 80 
much greater was the audience at the former 
place than at the latter. Every seat and box 
was taken, and there were not a tew standing in 
the alsles. It was a house Mr. McCullough may 
well have feilt proud of, and was the largest 
since the first night of his ergagement. 

In analyzing the rendition of the character 
of Gloster by the two tragedians, it is 
important to first fix firmly in mind a 
conception of the character as Shakspeare bas 
presented it. True it is that the acting version 
ot this play is Colly Cibber's rather than that of 
the great dramatist. But bis Richard is the 
same. The melodramatic tinge given to the 
tragedy in its modern adaptation has only 
served to bring out this one char- 
acter in boider relicf, leaving bim 
us be was when first gen life. It is a fact that 
Gloster inspired so much aversion that it is dif- 
ficult to judge him without prejudice. And it is 
also true that, ike other works of the master- 
hand, it is a character that has to be seen and 
felt to be understood. The hump- backed tyrant 
was no favorit in his own time. Such universal 
condemnation of one man, and he a King, is not 
told of againin history. Richard is a villain 
and a conscious Villain, zglorying in his own vil- 
lainy. His malice passes belief; be is wholiy 
and thoroughly wicked. At heart be despises 
all mankind, and his favorit amusement is 
their deception. He is. a  tborough 
by pocrite, “ profaning u the name 
ot del the religion hose blessings 
be had inwardly adjured.” He is keen in satire 
and devilish in its use. Ambiuon has seared bis 
conscience and petrified bis heart. Uniovely in 
feature, misshapen in form. ungainly in walk, 
bis mind is bis only attraction. and that is keen 
and active. ‘to inspire terror not com- 
passion is his ruling purpose. He is 
thoroughly hatefui and yet wins by 
his dissimulative power, his ready wit, his seif- 
control. his reckless valor. He could frame 
his face to all occasions,” and appears before us 


as subject and monarch, soldier and suitor, sin- - 


ner and saint. Moreover, be bas lost all sense 
of moral obligation and becomes at length 
the victim of his own crimes. Of the play 
Varplanck says that “its power and its 
elevation consist in the grand, original 
and sustained conception of its one principal 
character, almost sublime in its demoniac hero- 
iam, in its unflagging energy of heroic guilt 
without remorse or dread. Thus its merit 
is almost exclusively dramatic, keeping up a 
constant and excited attention and interest.“ 
So much for the dramatist’s coneeption of the 
character he was creating. , 

Mr. McCniliough gives full effect to the part in 
its possession of martial qualities in its least 
shaded qualiticadons. In appearance be is a 
— Gloster, such as sv Valiant a soldier 
might be expected to be. He is quiet in his 
craft and cunning, always in repose, not moved 
to strident vigor, and therefore giving a 
better showing to the qualitics in 
Gloster that spring from intellectual 
power—in intellectual force, in teigned 
virtues, in protestations of love, in his hypocrisy 
and deceit. But with McCullough we are apt to 
forget the deformity and the moral ugliness, 
and when be would impress them upon the 
bearer there is a tendency to exagyeration. 
We see less of the deformed outcast of Nature 
planning revenge and plotting murder to com- 
pass the end of his ambition. Rather do we 
see a country gentleman, with some trouble in 
hie walk anda slight elevaton of one sboulder 
above the normal hight, who with slow and 
studied decla mation makes coarse jests, in- 
dulges in witty repartee, and is manifestly gift- 
ed with great intellectual powers. There is 
here no “distorted and withered body with 
his arm shrunk iliike a4 blasted sap- 
Ing.“ In the tent scene the affrignt 
is well simulated. It would beterribly realistic 
but for the monotony of the voice. It is loud and 
soft, but when soft is too oft a low growl, and 
when joud too lice a discordant and harsh roar. 
Mr. McCullough’s Richard is better than his 
Hamlet, and less impressive asa bit of dramatic 
work than his Lear. As in 
has he equaled his 
company rendered very effective support. Mr. 
Collier played Richmond; Mr. Laugdon, Henry 
. John A. Lane, Buckingham; H. C. Barton. 
Cateaby; Mrs. Foster, Queen Elizabeth; Miss For- 
oyth, Lady Anne; and Miss Willett the Duthess 
v ‘ork. 

In Mr. Keene's personation of Gloster all 
the repulsive elements are given full 
prominence. He is full of passion, fire, 
vehemence, activity. He “takes the stage 
and strides it all over on the slightest provoca- 
tion. His dressing of the part is entirely differ- 
ent from that adopted by most actors. His at- 
tempt to convey an ideaof the magnitude of his 
detormity is by ua sliding step and swaying mo- 
tion of the body, resembiing au attempt to skate 
on one foot ds much as anything else. 
we cun think of. He portrays the licious, 
deceitful, cruel man, but denies hint a single 
quality by which be can win admiration. There 
is nothing in his playing of che part to raise his 
Richard above the commonplace, artful, ma- 
licious, and cruel tyrant of no particular time 
or country. Asin every other of bis roles, Mr. 
Keene plays for effect and to embody a 
conception of bis own creation, formed without 
apparent study. Richard III., in parts, is marrea 
by the reading Mr. Keene has adopted. 
There are also scenes in which 
he appears to better advaotaze 
than in any other character yet played unless it 
be his Shylock. That he gives a remarkabie in- 
terpretation of this character we cunnot admit. 
Where it allows of vigorous work, of loud decia- 
mation, of shouting, and of energetic, nervous 
action, there he appears to advantage, and is 
seen with pleasure. In the scene with Bucking- 
ham, and in the scene on the battle-tield he is 
entitled to the applause he receives. The sup- 
port given was better than In some other pieces 
and tended to enhance the value of his own act- 
ing. George Learock took the part of Richmond; 
W. Liyod that of Buckingham; H. B. Phillips that 
ot Henry UI. J. B. Everham that of Stanley; 
Miss Georgia Tyler that of Queen Elizabeth; Mrs. 
Octavia Allen that of the Duchess of York; Mies

REMARKABLE ABDUCTION. 


How an English Clergyman Was Car- 
ried O@ onthe Eve of His Marriage, 
and Detainedin London asa Lunatic. 
An extgaordinary story of abduction, reported

The Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railway 
Das issued some new rules applying to rebate 
fares.

No balt- rate rebate tickets 
will be issued, and all bagguge must be checked 
to the destination for which the ticket is pur- 
chased. 


BRANCHING FLOWERS. 


Something About a New Industry—Ar- 
tificial Roses and Their Cost. 

Outside of the millinery brigade there are 
probably very few people in Chicago, or any- 
where else, for that matter, who know that there 
issuch a trade as branching artificial flowers, 
or it they do know anything in regard to the 
way it is carried on or the extent to which it is 
followed. The following advertisement, re- 
cently published, called the attention of a TRIB- 
UNE reporter to what seemed a somewhat new 
and possibly curious industry. and led him to 
make certain investigations in connection with 


it: 

\ TANTED—BRIGHT, INTELLIGENT GIRLS TO 
work ai branching artificial fowers. Apply at 

tlower department of —- —-——. 

The woekroom of the flower department in 
quesdon was found on one of the upper fioors of 
ope of the largest wholesale millinery houses in 
the city—a smali, compact apartment, piled up 
with artificial flowers, loose and in boxes, with a 
long table at ou end, nearest the light, around 
which sat some halt-u-dozen girls, ranging trom 
those of very tender age up to those of quite 
mature growth and coming uuder the head of 
young ladies. Spread out before them lay 
THEIR MATERIALS AND TILE IMPLEMENTS OF 

THEIR WORK— 

artificial flowers of every possibie description. 
artificial leaves, powdered tinsel, real muciiage 
and paste-brusbes, bits of rubber, wire, and pu- 
per, and several pairs of scissors for trimming, 
culting, dividing, and slasum into the material 
ut hand. The brauchers were ali busily en- 
gaged separat ing the leaves from each other as 
they lay closely packed together in the original 
imported package, Wuiiding roses and ieaf- 
bruucbes out oi the separate leaves, and biancb- 
ing or uniting the whole on rubber stems, the 
wire and paper being reserved for the cheaper 
domestic material. Their dett fiuagers played 
nimbly with the variegated material before 
them, and in a surprisingly brief space of time 
couverted it into tumgs ot beauty, over which 
an enthusiast in millinery finery might well be 
pardoned for going into ecstasics. 

Me don't manufacture ali our artificial goods 
in this country, you see, said the reporter s at- 
tendant and informant. “ The material for the 
better class of goods is imported from Paris, the 
great seat of fashion in millinery matters as 
weil as everytbing else, and is put together on 
this side of the water. Fully seven-eigutus of 
the imported artificial goods come over in this 
wav, and, after being put together or branched 
here, are sold for French goods, as they really 
ure. 


“WHAT IS THE OBJECT 
of importing the material and then branching it 
bere?" 

“ Our object in doing that is to save expenses. 
If we buy the flowers already branched in 
France they take up too much room in trans- 
portadon. Iu crossing the Atlantic such pack- 
uges come by measurement, not by weight. 
‘tne flowers and leaves are very compactly 
put togetber by the gross, and occupy 
very little space—so little, in fact, that we can 
get as mucn material into one of these large 
white flower-boxes as would fill 100 such boxes 
were the matcrial branched into separate tlow- 
ers. The saving, as you can see. is therefore 
very considerabie.”’ 

Now for the extent of the branching busi- 


ness?’ 

“Well, it is very largely carried on in this 
country, although in Chicago it is a compara- 
tively new thing. Probabiy tive of the leading 
houses bere their own branching. in New 
York there are bundreds of them, and the same 
is true. in proportion, of Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore, which are older importing 
cities.” 

“But do you not import artificial flowers al- 
ready branched, as well 7" 

“Ob yes, but asa rule only for sample lots. 
Along with every invoice of the uabranched 
material, may be, will come a box of branched, 
tinisned flowers, which we use as samples for the 
giris to work from.“ 

* How about the girls themselves, and the re- 
sponses to your advertisemeut?”’ 

“We didn't get very many responses, but we 
did get enougn to fili up our quota. The occu- 
pation here is u comparatively new one, and 
this class of help is therefore very limited. We 
advertise for bright giris in the fall in order to 
break them in for the spring trade. The fall 
season is not a very good one. Then nearly 
everybody wants feathers, with here and there 
a few roses clustered among the feathers and 
the dark velvet trimmings. It is only in 
the spring-time,’’ continued thie experienced 
anaiyist of human sature, with an apt 
parapbrase of the poet's line, that a voung 
wowan’s fancy fondly turns to thoughts of flow 
ers—that is,to any great extent—and when it 
does it means business for us, and we don’t per- 
mit ourselves to forget it. In fact, we sell 0 
boxes of flowers iu the spring to one iu the fall.“ 
“WHAT 18 THE PARTICULAR RAGE THIS 

SEASON!“ 

“ Bronze, olive, and cardinai are the leading 
colors in rose and lear work, and the material 
used is muslun, silk, velvet, plush, and cheniile. 
The shading is all done by band, each leaf is 
worked separately. aud the wonder is that the 
ornaments sell as cheaply as they do, in view of 
the labor which is put into them, in addition to 
the original cost.” 

„How do the prices range?” 

„Welt, here’s a bunch of red flowers,” taking 
up two medium-sized roses of a very decided 
Cardinal hue, “ which 6elis at wholesale for 50 
cents. Here's another,’ picking out a larger 
and rather bandsomer bunch. tor 75 cents, or 89 
a box. Then bere’s à still ner bunch,” taking 
up two gorgeous cardinal roses of sik and vel- 
vet, “tbat sells for $1.75, and probably retails 
for 52.50. 

„ Aud bow do you pay the girls who do the 
branching?’ 

“The small ones—the new beyginners—get 
from $1 to $1.50 a week, and the others all the 
way up to $10 and $12, according to their abili- 
ties, their rapidity, ete.” 

“The scheme of brancbing the flowers here, 
instead of buying them already branched 
abroad, has worked well. has itr” 

* Entirely so. Ip addition to the reasons for 
branching here which | bave already given you 
—the fuct that we can import the packed tiow- 
ers unbrancoed in such small compass as to 
make a considerable saving in that respect— 
there is another reason why we und it an ad- 
vantage to do our own branching. There are 
always certain colors which speedily become 
favorits. 
us assorted in boxes. Our wholesale customers, 
the miliiners of Chicago and the Northwest, 
come ih, pick out the best colors, where the 
tiowers are loose, and leave the less desirabie 
ones on our hands. By having our bfanchers, 
however, we are are able to branch up die de- 
sirable colors, and in this way always to keep 
our assortment compiete. In New York, of 
course, they have better facilities than we do 
bere in Chicago. They are nearer headquarters, 
for one reason. But it is only a question of 
time when we Shall a0 just as well, and perhups 
just as much, as they do. There is big money 
in the business, aud particuiarly so when it is 
conducted on a large scale.”

Program for Today. 


The much-heralded Albany Burgess Corps, 
the crack military organiza of New York's 
Capital, arrived in this city yesterday morning at 
8 o'clock over the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne Road 
in the special train of Pullman cars which has 
been chartered for their trip. The train was 
made up of three Pullman sleepers and two 
baggage-cars, and is furnished with all mod- 
ern ireprovements,”’ including a well-stocked 
commissary department. The corps left Aibany 
at 5 o' clock Wednesday afternoon, making their 
first stop at Bingbamton, N. X., where the local 
military company had made great preparations 
to receive them. It had been the intention to 
come through to Chicago without a stop, but 
the Bingbamton men insisted on returning the 
favors shown their organization ou a recent visit 
to Albany, and the corps accepted the hearty 
and unexpected reception ut the hands of their 
brother militiamen. At Meadville, Pa., the 
train was delayed some hours by au accident, 
but the road was finally cleared, the train was 
given the right-of-way, and the schedule time 
was rapidly made up. At 6 O'clock yesterday 
moruing the corps reached Valparaiso, Ind., 
and enjoyed a good breakfast, after which they 
came on to the city, arriving at the Union De- 


pot about 8 o'clock. 
As the train steamed into the depot the at- 


tention of the crowd assembled to welcome the 
militiamen was attracted by 
THE TASTEFUL DECORATIONS OF THE CARS. 


On either side of the baggage-cars, in red let- 
ters, were the words, * Albany Burgess Corps— 
Forty-eighth Anniversary.” On the centre 
panel of each door was painted a 
large tiger’s bead. with Semper Paratus,“ 
the motto of the corps, and Organized Oct. 8, 
183.“ below and above the head. The interior 
of the car is furnished with gun-racks, books, 
and shelves!for the storage Of arms, ammuni- 
tion, baggage, and supplies. The Pullman 
sleepers are all new, this being their first trip, 
and they are handsomely decorated and up- 
boistered. 8 

it was supposed that, like all excursion trains, 
this one would be behind time, aud the escort 
wus u trifie tardy, but the proposed program 
was quite successfully e rried out after a slight 
delay. The Mayor and Controller Gurney ar- 
rived at the depot from the City-Hall, escorted 
by Cou pany B. Sixth Infantry, under Capt. 
— W. Taylor; and the escort for the corps 
consi$ted of a company of 125 picked meu from 
the First Infantry, under command of Capt. 
Frank B. Davis, of the crack Company C. Ac- 
compasying the escort were Col. E. D. Swain, 
Lieut.-Col. E. B. Knox, Adjutant Laing, and 
about thirty line officers, and the First Regi- 
ment Band. 

THE ESCORT FORMED 


on Mooroe street, with right resting on Clinton, 
and as the Burgess Corps passed them the men 
came toa present arms. The escort then took 
the right of the line and the procession marched 
away in the following order: 
First Regiment Band. 
Colonel and Staff Officers. 
First lufantry escort. 
Mayor and Controller in carriages. 
Sixtb Infantry Company. 
Albany Burgess Corps. 
Vid Guard. 
Guests. 

The line of march was on Clinton to Adams, 
on Adams to Market, on Market to Monroe, on 
Monroe to Franklin, on Fraokitin to Washington, 
on Washington to Dearborn, on Dearborn to 
Monroe, on Monroe to State, and to the Paimer 
House. Along the line of march large crowds 
collected and were loud in their praises of the 
tine appearance and soldierly bearing of the 
corps. 

The uniform worn vy the command is of dark 
blue, with red trimmings; coats and capes with 
red linings, the capes being thrown back over 
the shoulders. They wore knapsacks. aud car- 
ried short Kemington rifles and small swords. 
Tne latter arm is quite common In the East, and 
bus been worn by the Burgesses since thelr or- 
ganization. They wear a huge, biack bearskin 
hat, on the front of which is a gold tassel, and 
these hats gife the command the appearance of 
a company of giants. Accompanying the corps 
was Doringes Cornet Band of Troy, an Organ- 
ization justly celebrated m tne East, and com- 
posed of twenty-five p.eces. During the march 
to the hotel Battery D fred a salute ou the Lake- 
Front iu honor of the military guests. 

Wen the procession arrived at the Palmer 
House the First Regiment escort was drawn up 
at company front on the west side of State 
street, While the officers of the regiment, the 
Mayor and Controller, and the Burgess Corps 
passed into the hotel. When the ciub-room on 
the parior floor,the headquarters of the Burgesses 
during their stay here, was reached the corps 
was drawn up in line, and, after a few salutes 
and evolutions, 

MAYOR HARRISON 
was introduced. In welcoming them to the city 
he spoke as follows: 

OFFICERS AND MEN OF THE ALBANY BURGESS 
Corps: It gives me great pleasure to welcome 
you to Chicago. and to extend to you its hospi- 
talities and its freedom. I regret very much 
that your reception was not more ostentatious, 
but we were informed that you would arrive at ¥ 
o'clock, and we were ready to receive you then. 
One-half of this battalion did not get duwn in 
time. It is the first time we ever beard 
of that train being in ahead of time. We e are 
very glad to see you. You have big hats, which 
we must suppose cover very big beads, but we 
know that your beads are na bigwer than your 
bearts. We remember when Chicago was in 
tribulation, when 100,000 people were left withb- 
out bonf*s and had nothing with which to fill 
their stomachs, the Albany Burgess Corps was 
one of the tirst to send relief, and we teuder you 
our thanks. Our bearts are big, too, and we 
will wear them on our sleeves while you are 
here. It will make us proud to show you this 
greatcity. It is only in the lifetime of some of 
us that it was a morass, and within a stone's 
throw of the site where this ro now stands 
men were then shooting wild fowl. Itis now the 
fourth city in the Union, and before another 
decade has passed away it will be the sec- 
ond. It is now the ninth city in the worid, 
and the second in America in commercial 
enterprise. Wetender to you its hospitalities 
and itshonors. We know that you come from 
the vicinity of great business centres, ana that 
you will be comparing us with them. However 
great our enterprise, you will find that our 
hearts are as large as theirs, and that they are 
open to you while you are with us. I shall now 
give way to Mr. Gurney. our Controller, who 
will also assure you of our welcome. 

Controller Guroey was then introduced, and 
spoke as follows: 

However much I may think of Chicago, I 
have nothing to add to what the Mayor has said. 
He said all of Chicago and much more than) cao 
think of. You are entirely welcome to the city, 
and the citizens will show you before your visit 
is over by the way in which the line the streets 
through which you pass, and by the heartiness 
of their greetings, that they are glad of your 
presence and giad to show you their city. 


CAPT. OSCAR SMITH, 


who is in command of the Burgess Corps, made 
the following response to this welcome: 

The trip has been one long in contemplation, 
and now that our members are bere, they are 
ready to enjoy themselves as best they know 
how after the loug waiting. I thank you for 
your reception. Your streets througb which 
we have passed were lined with people, and we 
have seen from the heurtiness with which we 
have been greeted, and the interest that seems 
to be taken in us, that we Shall have a real good 
time. We do not wish to burden you in any way. 
Our membors have come to bave a good time as 
best they can, and we hope to carry away witb 
us pleasant memories of our visit. I thank you, 
Mr. Mayor and Mr. Controller, for your wel- 
come.

THE HISTORY OF OUR VISITORS. 

And now, baving told what the members of 
the Burgess Corps did yesterday. it may not be 
out of place to relate what they bave done in 
the past—to give the history of tne organization 
to which they belong.

Albany was at this period occasion- 
ally visited by the military of neighboring States 
and cities, whose fine appearance, correct and 
soidierly execution of maneuvres, and gentie- 
manly be mude more apparent the wotul 
shortcomings of its so-called soldiers, and to 
remedy the matter it was resolved by leading 
citizens to establish an organization at the Cap- 
itul which should be at least equal to any in the 
State. which should form a school of military

The equality of its members on ali but purely 
military oecasions was wisely insisted upon, 

to this end tines and dues were made uniform, 


and provision was made for frequent elections 


of ofticers, the civil and military features of the 
body bemg carefully kept seperate. At the 
time of ‘ts organization the corps had but twen- 
ty-three members. During the winter and spring 
follow ing its torma tion. however, it gradually in- 
creased in strength, uatil on the Fourth of July 
1834, the occasion of its first parade. it numbered 
forty-two muskets, a fulicomplement of officers, 
and a brass band of twelve pieces. From that 
duy the military history of Albany was revolu- 
tionized. 

It may not be out of piace here to relate an 
amusing fact of the 

“BAND OF TWELVE PIECES.” 

One of the greatest tasks encountered by the 
corps in these its days of infancy was the or- 
gavization of a band from its owa numbers, it 
of course beiug understood that the entire 
corps was made up of representatives from the 
proudest families in Albany. This task was 
tinally accomplished, however, and tbe band is 
said to bave distinguished itself by its fine 
music, though of course there was not at that 
time money enough in the State to have hired 
its members to exhibit their proficiency on any 
but a Burgess occasion. Not long after the 
band had attained a degree of perfection which 
was the pride of the city as weil as the corps 
some crack company of military from Philadel- 

hia arrived in Albany witb a brass band, led 
by a colored man named Johnson. The Bur- 
gwesses corps, band and ail, was to pa- 
rade with the visitors, and marcbed 
the appointed place of meeting before 
the Albany amateurs bad gained know!l- 
edge of the fact that Africa was in the van of 
the visitors.

PROF. SWING ON PRAYER. 

Agoodly gathering of worshipers from the 
congregation of Prot. David Swing assembled 
last night in Fairbank Hail at the revival, after 
the summer vacation, of the Friday evening 
prayer-meetings. Prof. Swing presided, and an- 
nounced it as his future purpose to impart to 
these weekly ussemblages a greater importance 
than ever. ere alone could the social feelings 
of the Churcb be nourished and sustained. As 
a part of bis plan be announced his purpose to 
euch evening read a simple paper on some 
subject suggested by any member of his flock. 
Last night his remarks touched upon the true 
nature of prayer. To learnto pray as we ought 
was the lesson of a lifetime. The prayer of the 
spirit was not so much a plea to 
the Almighty Father to change His 

lans as it was to reconcile us to them. 

t was a bond of holy friendsnip between the 
soul and heaven. Although prayer was ofttimes 
answered in form, giving to man a direct knowl- 
edge of his intercourse with God, yet there was 
always in it the supernatural impulse of adora- 
tion. A thoughtful expanding of the Lord's 
Prayer sbowed that worsbip and love were its 
chief elements. Words could with difficulty be 
formed expressive of more worsbip, trustfuiness, 
and love. Man was wont to think himself the 
equal of the Creator when be revealed to Him 
the thoughts that filled bis mind. During July 
and August last the suffering soul of the patriot 
did right to bow down and beseech the Creator 
to avert the dread calamity impending over the 
Even bad it been known, a month be- 
fore the death of Garfield, that his wound 
was necessarily fatal, still it would have 
been the duty of every man to pray 
fof his recovery. It was said in the Scriptures 
that Judas was desirous that Christ should save 
bimself, as it were, by a miracle, and they were 
but infidel prayers that would violate the laws of 
Nature. The man who shot or stabbed bis ſel- 
lowman could not but feel that not only all the 
laws of man, but even the elements of Nature, 
were against him. The fovlish mob that so 
sbhumetully desecrated the sanctity of justice a 
few days ago was but the fierce outbreak of a 
Spirit of restliesness that imbued all men, who 
felt that there was an unaccuuntable somet bing 
lacking in the administrative power which gov- 
erned them. ‘The influence of prayer was what 
alone could reform the ignorant frenzy that in- 
stiguted this outrage. Beautiful was the spirit- 
ual aspiration that formed itself into com- 
munion with God. 

THE BLOWER MISSION. 

The Chicago Flower Mission closed its meet- 
ings for the season Wednesday last. The ladies 
of the mission have met every Wednesday 
morning since May II at a room ion the Atbe- 
meum, No. 50 Dearborn street. During that 
time 7,312 bouquets have been made up and 
sent out, also twenty-one baskets of loose 
tiowers, thirty-two larger bouquets for special 
causes or for ward-bouquets, and twenty baskets 
of partially injured flowers which have been 
distributed to poor children in back streets. 
Aside from these last- mentioned. the 
flowers were sent to the following 
institutions: Cook County, St. Joseph's, 
Alexian Brothers’, St. Luke's Marine, and 
Women’s and Children’s Hospitals, the Eye and 
Bar Infirmary, Farwell Hall Dispensary, Home 
tor the Frieudless, Newsboys’ Home, Unity Ilu- 
dustrial School, Foundiings’ Home, and a few 
times to the sewing-giris at Wilsou Bros’. 

These flowers bave all been contributed by 
friends, iu many cases by those living in the 
country, and although the flowers bave often 
come wany miles they have nearly ail reached 
the mission in gpod condition. 

There are also some city contributors, on 
whom should be mentigned the Lincoln ark 
Commissioners and Mr. C. Ross. A large 
quantity of reading patter, also scrap- books. 
paper dolls, ete., have been received anda dis- 
tributed. This ull shows that although the num- 
ber of bouquets is not so large as last year, still 
the inission bas been keeping up its good work 
and thereby given great pleasure to very many 
of the sick and poor. 

Another branch of the work has been that 
under the Country-Home Committee. It has seat 
two incurable patients to the country and paid 
their board there for several gecks, and a 
furnished means toa third to reach friends in 
the country. 

Several patients from hospitals have been 
given the pleasure of a ride at the expense of 
the mission. The mission extends its hearty 
thanks to all who in any way have contributed 
to the carrying on of its work, and hopes to ro- 
Opeu with renewed vigor next spring. 

GERMAN REFORMED. 

The second day’s session of the Fifteenth An- 
nual Syvod of the Keformed German Churen of 
the Nerthwest was opened yesterday morning 
in the First German Keformed Church, on 
Hastings street, with singing and prayer by 
President Miihimeier. Sixty delegates, repre- 
senting the States of Illinois, Michigan, Mi 
souri, lowa, Ohio, Kansas, Nebraska, Minneso 
ta, Indiana, and Missouri, were present, to- 
gether with the Rev. M. Bachman, of Baltimore, 
as a representative of the Eastern Synod. 

The Treasurer's revort showed an increase of 
$500; expenditures, $400; balance on hand, $200. 
The Treasurer of the Committee on Churclr 
Bufiding reported that during the past year four 
choarches bad been erected out of the society's 
tunds in sections where the congregations were 
too poor to build from their own resources, and 
his book etill shuweda balance of 6600. The 
Treasurer of the Home Mission, Fund reported 
receipts as $3,758; ex penses, $997; balance, . 760. 
The Treasurer of the finances of the synod’s 
theological seminary at Sheboygan presented a 
report, showing the income for the past year to 
be $5,960; outlay, $5,642; balance, 8682. 

The following are the totals of the statistical 
report: The synod is divided into eleven clusses 
—viz: Zion, Sheboygan, Indiana, Heidelberg, 
Erie, Milwaukee, Minnesota, Nebraska, Ursinus, 
Jobannes, and Missouri. In the eleven classes 
there are 157 ministers and 20 congrega- 
tions. with an aggregate membership of 
21.064 souls, They control 209 Sun- 
duay-schools, numbering 13,573 scholars. 
During the past year tne total contributions to 
the various missions and outside charity funds 
amounted to $12,554. The current expenses of 
the churches in the synod, including pastors’ 
sularies, to., amount to $88,254, At ö p. m. the 
synod adjourned until today, when the question 
of dividing the present synod into two branches, 
to be known as the Obio and Northwestern 
Synods, will be ventilated in debate.

Thomas Hill, a roofer iu the employ of Will- 
lam Wheeler & Co., while at work upon a new 
building at No. 204 Halsted street 12 aft- 
ernoon accidentally slipped and fell against 
a kettle of bot piten, ‘which he overturned 
upon himself. He was badly burned about 
the arms and hands, and the left side of bis head 
and face, and, after having been attended at a 
neighboring drug-store, was taken to che County 
Hospital by the police patrol. 

William Sautin, 16 years old, while at work 
with a machine-augur in Wells & French's car- 
works in the Blue Island avenue district, acci- 
dentally became eatangied in the machine, and 
was nearly disemboweled before he was extri- 
cated.

CHARLES DENNIS. 
ANOTHER OF THE LAMB GANG. 

A telegram was received at the police head- 
quarters yesterday, from Detectives Kyan and 
Londergan, who were in Frankfort, Ky., stat- 
ing that they had arrested Charles Dennis—a 
mewber of the Freeman- Lamb gang of burglars, 
who robbed Jaffray’s store of silks, etc., in 
Oqgober, 1878, and killed Poheeman Ruce in 
tront of Lesser Friedberg's pawushop while dis- 
posing of the goods. All the thieves escaped, 
but Lamb and Freemsu were subsequently ar- 
rested, and the former, who was convicted of 
the murder of Race, but got the-verdict set 
aside on errors, is pow on trial in the Criminal 
Court for the burglary. Freeman is to be used 
as u witness against bim. 

Like Freeman, who committed a burglary in 
St. Paul and gave an assumed name in order to 
conceal himself in a penitentiary, Dennis broke 
into a bouse in Louisville. was captured and 
sentenced to two years. His term expi 
Thursday, and Ryan and Londergan were waiting 
for bim at the door of the prison. He made con- 
siderabie resistance, but was overpowered, 
ironed, and taken to jail. He will be brought 
here ina day or two with some other tbieves 
whom the officers are after for work dune in 
Chicago, they desiring to avoid several trips to 
the South. 

A reporter asked State’s- Attorney Mills yester- 
day what be was going to do with Dennis, but all 
be would say was that Dennis is indicted tor the 
murder of Race, as well as forthe burglary of 
the store, and he would not speak of his inten- 
tions regarding him until tbe Lamb case is out 
of the way, which will be some time next week. 
According to Freeman, Dennis was with Lamb 
at the time of the shooting, and, if Lamb fired 
the revolver, Dennis may conclude to corrobo- 
rate Freeman, and trust to the clemency of the 
Court so far asthe charge of murder is con- 
cerned, 


STATE STREET. 
SLOWNESS IN DOING THE PAVING. 

A large meeting of business-men on State 
street was beid at No. 1802 Thursday night. Mr. 
I. Geider presided. 

Remarks were made by Mr. Becker to the 
effect that if State street was to be made passa- 
bie this fall the business-men would have to do 
it themselves, as the city bad only two men at 
work paving, and at that rate it would take two 
moutbs to finish a single block. 

The following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this meeting 
that the Chicugo City Railway Company has 
done its, duty as far as ible, but the Mayor 
and Commissioner o Public Works are 
shumefully negligent. Aithough they have 
been instructed by the Council to see to the 
work on State street, they are not doing 80, as 
ouly two men are at work, to the great joss of 
the larger and certain ruin of the smaller busi- 
ness-men on State street, as nine men have al- 
ready been obliged togive up business there, 


and wore will have to follow, and that class of 


men should not be allowed to lose all they have 
in tis world and their families be driven to 
a by the mere negligence of city of- 
clals. 

Mr. Wills, Dr. Mathison, and Mr. Gelder were 
appointed a committee to wait on the Mayor, 
aud report at the next meeting. i 

Remarks were made to the effect that Mr. 
Potter Palmer and Mr. Piper, so far as known, 
were the only landiords who bad reduced the 
rents of theirtenants. A resolution of thanks 
to them was adopted.

MICHIGAN RELIEF. 
SUCCESSFUL ENTERTAINMENT AT THE MUSIC- 
HALL. 

As large an audience as was probably expected, 
but not by any means as large as the entertain- 
ment merited, gathered in Central Mus- Hall 
yesterday afternoon to hear the concert for the 
benefit of the Michigan sufferers.

McCullough then recited, with great pathos, 
“ The Little Hero.“ He was enthusiastically ap- 
plauded, but did not respoud. The second part 
of the Prodigal Sou“ symphony, by 8.G. Pratt, 
was given by the orchestra, led by the author. 
The piece portrayed the deserted prodigal, bis 
substance spent, despised by bis companions, 
loathed by himself, and found shivering in the 
cold, gray dawn among the swine. His lost op- 
portunities crowd reproacbfully upon his mind. 
lie is iu despair. He sleeps, and the hymn fret 
heard in chiidb6od’s innocent days recurs to 
him. His spirit struggies to reiease itself from 
loathsome memories, and again the dream re- 
turning, he timidly and repentantly follows tbe 
strain with hisown voice. The work was very 
tinely performed throughout. The next num- 
ber, ‘The Fisher Boy,” was given by the Chicago 
Chickering quartet. Following this, the orchestra 
performed au allegretto from Beethoven's eighth 
symphony. A “Spinning Song“ wes gives by 
the Harmonia quartet, consisting ot Mesdames 
Farwell and Balfour, and Messrs. Clark and 
Sloan. Thomas W. Keene then delivered Mark 
Anthony's burial oration over Cesar with great 
power, completely taking the audience by storm. 
The Jubilee singers rendered Heavenly 
Strains and“ Hear Dem Bells,“ and the enter- 
tainment concluded with a grand march, 
“Homage to Chicago,” by Mr. 8. G. Pratt. 
Every piece on the program was given with 
much skill, and the performance as a whole was 

a very gratifying success.

FATHER CONWAY. 

THE NEW VICAR-GENERAL OF THIS DLOCESE. 

The Rt.-Rev. Archbishop Feehan has just ap- 
pointed the Rev. P. J. Conway, pastor of St. 
Patrick's Church, as the Vicar-General of the 
Archdiocese of Chicago and pastur of the 
Catnedral of the Holy Name, thus succeeding 
the Rev. Dr. McMulien, now Bishop of Daven- 
port. This selection is an creinently fittmg one 
and will give delight and. satisfaction to those 
under Archbishop Feehan's charge, as Futher 
Conway's ability is well known. and his adminis- 
tration of the church he is leaving has been so 
successful as to make it one of the most influen- 
tialand usefulin the city. Under bis careful 
aud faithful charge St. Patrick's parish nas 
grown and prospered, and it is only here that 
there will be regret felt, not because of his 
promotion, but because this church will lose a 
pustor wbo has watched apd cured for his con- 
sregation with a father’s care and zeal. The 
eminent executive ability which Father Conway 
has sbown in the care of St. Patrick's Church 
will find a larger sphere of usefulness and will 
no doubt prove of great value and assistance to 
the Archbishop. 

The Rev: Father Conway was born in Ireland, 
and came to this country when 15 years of age. 
For a time he was engaged in mercantile busi- 
ness, but showing a desire fora clerical life be 
entered the College St. Mary's of tne 
Lake, and afterwards

nent executive ability ot Father Conway the 
arish was made to prosper, and in less than 

our years wus brought out of debt. With such 

a record, Father Conway cannot help but be 
successful in his new sphere, and Archbishbp 
Feehan and the Catholics of this diocese are to 
be congratulated upon the eminentiy- wise se- 


lection made. 

Father Conway is succeeded by the Rev. 
Dean Terry, of Ottawa, whose brother was ulso 
at St. Patrick’s Church up to 1875. Dean Terry 
is spoken of as an able man, of high ability, 
who will no doubt ably aid in extending use- 


fulness of this church. 


LIEB—WALLER. 


THE FORMER DESERTED BY A BONDSMAN—THE 
COMMISSIONER'S BACKERS. 

Mr. Thomas Lynch, the distiller, one of Gen. 
Lieb’s bondsmen, notified Controller Gurney 
yesterday morning that he desired to withdraw 
his name from the General's official bond. Are- 
porter for THe Tuinuxx called on Mr. Lynch 
during the day and asked him when be had made 
up his mind to withdraw from Gen. Lieb's bond. 

% Before Harrison was reélected Mayor,” was 
the response, my partner and I had made an 
agreement that we would not go or remain on 
bonds for any one. After the election | expected 
that, as the term of two years had expired, Lieb 
would be requested to renew his bond, and that 
would relieve me. But I heard of nothing of

It was last Monday, [ think. 1 was at the 
City-Hall, and bad a talk with the Mayor, the 
Controller, and Gen. Leib. I thought the mutter 
was ended until, a day or two ago, Mr. Gurney 
suggested that I should give bim a formal no- 
tice of my withdrawal, which I did. You see, 
continued Mr. Lynch, I have been in tbe habit 
of signi bonds for almost any one who came 
along, and, between distillery bonds and Col- 
lectors’ bonds, I have had to pay out considera- 
ble money, and these facts led Mr. Shufeldt and 
me to form and put into foree this resolution.“ 

STICKING UP FOR WALLEK. 

Several prominent citizens have recently 
called upon Mayor Harrison, among whom was 
Mr. Billings, of th@ West Side, insisting to bim 
that be must sustain Commissioner Waller, and 
not allow him to be overridden by Gen. Lieb. 
They argue Mr. Waller has been an honest and 
faithful official,in whose ability the people bave 
full contidence, which they have not in Gen. 
Lieb, and that he must not force Mr. Waller to 
that point where he will tender bis resignation. 
In the letter which Gen. Lieb sent to 
the Mayor as a copy of that which 
he had written to Mr. Woodford, be was very 
careful to eliminate all titles, so that Mr. Wood- 
ford is still known asthe Assessor Gen. Lieb 
in that action ignored the existence of Mr. Wal- 
ler entirely, and in that act the Mayor sustained 
him. The Mayor did not dare to give the letter 
to the papers, though he ciaimed that it was full 
of good suggestions. He read a portion of it to 
a TRIBUNE reporter, but was exceedingly care- 
ful that be should not hear it all, or see any 
portion of it. Mayor Harrison claims that the 
papers are not treating bim fairly in the mat- 
ter, but the fact nevertheless remains he is not 
sustaining Mr. Waller as he should. and his ad- 
ministration is suffering in consequence. 


SUBURBAN. 
LALE VIEW. 

A young man named Charles Schultze was 
found insensible in a pool of blood, in Sehreck- 
tel's Grove, Lake View, yesterday morning, the 
result of two very serious if not dangerous 
wounds, one in the head and the other in his 
side. Upon examination they were found to 
have been inflicted with a knife. It seems that 
early yesterday morning young Schultze called 
at the meat market and grocery store of Mr. 
J. C. Schieswhold on Evanston avenue, fear the 
corner of Diversey street, and asked for a knite, 
but his request was refused. He left the store 
and seemed to be disappointed in not being able 
to obtain the knife. A few hours later be was 
found as above stated, and it is supposed he is 
of unsound mind ana attempted suicide. Where 
he obtained the knife is not known. It is said a 
large sum of money was found on his person. 
His wounds were dressed and he was taken to 
the County Hospital. 

HYDE PARK. 

The Board of Trustees met last night. 

M. L. Beers, the second architect whose plans 
for the new water-works were accepted by the 
board and subsequently rejected, was paid $369 
for services rendered. President Hobart was 
op d to paying so much. 

The Treasurer reported $172,803 on hand, of 
which there is $53,203 in the water-pipe special 
assessment fund, $23,756 in the interest and 
sinking fund. 816.26 in the water-works ex- 
penses fund, and $14,205 in the water-works ad- 
ditional machinery fund. 1 

The report of the Controller for September 
showed receipts amounting to $1,810. 

The Captain of Police submitted his report for 
September. The total number of arrests was 
426. The number who paid tines was 117. Four 
were committed to the Bridewell. The total 
amount of fines assessed was $75; fines col- 
lected, $380. 

The ordinance granting the right of way to the 
Chicago City Railway on State street came up 
for engrossment. There were several objec- 
tions raised, and, after considerable talk, it was 
postponed until the next meeting.

TEXAS FEVER. 

Some weeks since large numbers of cattle 
in Audubon County, Iowa. were reported as 
affected with some mysterious disease, which 
was creating sad havoc among the herds. 
The cattle-men of that section were unable 
to determine just what ailed their stock, and 
as they were suffering severe losses an appeal 
was made to Gov. Gear, who was asked to 
interest himself. The Governor, without 
awaiting legislative permission, in which step 

action was heartily indorsed, requested 
„M. Stalker, of Ames, Ia., a thoroughly 
competent and practicai cattle-man, to go 
nto the infected region and thoroughly in- 
vestigate the disease for the benefit of the 
trade. The Governor has just received the 
following exhaustive report from Mr. Stalker, 
avhe certainly merits universal approval for 
his scientific exposition of what he saw:

No bactoria or other organisms were discover- 
able with a magnifying power of 650 diameters. 
This part of the investigation will be further 
pursued in the laboratory. 

I found the curative measures that had been 
taken recourse to covered a wide range of the 
eld of therapeutics. Some of these were 
on the unique notions of the cause of the dis- 
ease. One explanation for the outbreak which 
had gained a good de of popularity was the 
presence of large numbers ot wood ticks” on 
the animals. These bad been carried from the 
Indian Territory dy the cattle brought from 
that aistrict, and soon found their way to the 
other portion of the berii. 

There was little satisfactory evidence that 
medication had been followed by any beneficial 
results, tt is barely possible that in some in- 
stances catbartics bad proved of advantage. 

In oraer to prevent as far us possible the 
further spread of the disease, I advise the re- 
moval of the native cattle to fresh pastures, 
while the Cherokees should be kepton their 
present graz ug grounds till after the appear- 
ance of frost. In this way all animals not al- 
ready infected will escape; otherwise the loss 
would continue till the disease nad extended to 
the entire berd. This, with the administration 
of alterative stimulants and febrifuge medi- 
eines, will dowbtiess materially diminish the 
ravages of the disease. 

In order to thorouęeuly satisfy the owners as to 
the nature of the discase and its origin I hada 
healtby-looking Cberokee steer, 3 years old, 
slaughtered and subjected to examination. All 
parts of the body, with ti exception of the 
spleen, seemed to be in a gerfect state of health. 
‘this organ sbowed unmistakable evidence of 
the disease. It wasone-half above its normal 
weight, and structural changes were occurring in 
ite tissues. This is but a single fact in corrobo- 
ration of what has been often preven before. 

All persons dealing in cattle should be remind- 
ed of the fact that the statute of Iowa makes 
them liable for all damages resulting from the 
introduction of Texas fever, as well as subject- 
ing the offender 40 heavy fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Unintentional violation of the law sometimes 
occurs through the mistaken notion that Texas 
eattic only engender the disease. The facts are 
that a large area of the country outside of Texas 
turnishes the condition necessary for the devel- 
opment of the poison. 

It is highly probable that other outbreaks will 
occur in the State, if not already developed. 
Farmers should be on: their guard and adopt 
precautionary measures 80 soon as the disease 
makes its appearance.

Tux Tribune of recent date called 
the attention of the State Board to this matter, 
and does not besitate to again seek to impress 
upon the board the importance of selecting 
competent judges. Prizes in bgef classes should 
not always go to the fattest, bulkiest animals. 
This bas too long been the rule. It does not fol- 
low that mere fat constitutes merit iu a beef 
steer. It has grown to be the general opinion 
among cattle men that among the heaviest cat- 
tie is seldom found the best of beef in propor- 
tion to size of carcass. The butchers’ test is the 
grand prize, and the premium in that class is the 
one above all others that carries with its be- 
stowal something beyond a money consideration 
merely. To the animal having the greatest 
amount of best meat in the smaliest superticial 
measurement in proportion to live weight the 
Siaugbter prize should be given, and it is 
very questionable whether an ordinary country 
buteher is competent to determine the nice 
points necessary in arriving at a proper decision 
of the case. It is almost a écience to be able to 
get the bottom facts in a teat of this kind, and 
therefore none but intelligent, unbiased judges 
should be selected. 

The committee who bave the arrangements 
for the show in charge will meet in this city on 
Tuesday next, and at that meeting the program 
will be determiued upon. 


STOCK NOTES. 

The committee charged with the duty of 
arranging for the coming fat-stock show will 
meet at the Grand Pacific Hotel at 9a. m. 
next Tuesday. 

The magnitude of the cattle interest in Col- 
orado may be inferred from the fact that ac- 
cording to a late estimate there are 1,000,000 
cattle being fed in the valleys of that State, 
and as yet the business is in its infancy. 

It is claimed by M. Fayon, a famous French 
expert, thatin the case of sheep kept for 
milking purposes the production of wool is 
in an inverse proportion to the production of 
milk. Upon such sheep there is wool upon 
but a small part of the body, and in every 
case the head and abdomen are merely cov- 
ered with short hairs. 

In proportion to its size the Isle of Jersey 
exports as many cattle yearly as are con- 
tained in England. The entire island if 
squared would be but six and three-quarter 
miles each way, and yet the census of 181 
gives it 12.000 head of cattle, showing that 
the breeders of Jersey cattle mange to sup 
port one head of the fawn-colored dairy 
cows to each acre yearly—a showing une- 
qualed by any country in the world.

The air is pure und bracing, and therefore Ash- 
land may Le regarded as one of the best places 
to visit ia the summer and recreate. 

The closing of the hotel sent us fora few days 
to Green Bay. ‘This was not regretted, for it is 
an enterprising, prosperous city of some 6,000 
or 8.000 inhabitants, with Fort Howard directly 
opposit with half as many more. Swing-briages 
similar to those in Chieago connect the two 
cities. The Fox River is improved for steamers 
by locks and dams to Winnebago Lake, thus 
furnishing also a steady and never-failing water- 
power for ali the mills and machinery the coup- 
try may require; hence the growth and prosper- 
ity of the cities that line the banks of the Fox, 
The City of Greeu Bay is, of course, at the bead 
of lake navigation at the south end of the bay 
of the same name. Several railways meet here 
from all directions, giving it, with its lake and 
river navigation, all needed commercial faeiil- 
ties. It basa very large trade in merchandise, 
lumber, grain, and other products. The 
history of: Green Bay dates back to 
the sixteenth century, when it was visited 
by the earliest Jesuit oy ety and it was per- 
manentiy settled by the French as early as 1745, 
nearly balf a century before Chicago was any- 
thimr more than a military post. But all these 
evidences of early settlement, except in the 
patois French which ove hears at the corners 
of the streets, have passed away, and we are in- 
formed that not a vestige even of Fort Howard 
remains. So certainly, to use the language of 
Irving, does the ruthless hand of modern im- 
provement” sweep away in our country all the 
relics of the past. 

Green B is brought by the Northwestern 
Railway in the closest possible relations with 
Obicago. The time- table assures us that we can 
leave here at 6:15 in the morning, and reach 
Cbicago, 213 miles away, at 2 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon. The merchant of Green Bay can be in 
the city seven hours, time enough 
do a large business, leave at 98 
the evening, and arrive at home at 
5:40 next morning—all the accommodation sure- 
ly one can well condense into the short space of 
twenty-four bours. What would have been the 
answer of our fellow-citizen, Col, Gurdon 8. 
Hubbard, had he been told When be came to 
Green Bay in 1818 that he would ive to be able 
to goto Chicago, spend seven hours „and 
return to the Bay in less than twenty-four 
hours?

The Northwestern Railway certainly deserves 
the cordial thanks of the people of Chicago, 
Green Bay, and ali the towns and cities along 
its line for the excellent facilities it affords for 
travel and transit.

Imagine a fairy 
or a peri ting to walk on a mud-bank left 
by the receding waters of the Missouri! The 
idea is preposterous. She’d be soon such a 
draggied sprite that her nearest kith and kin 
wouldn’t know her. 

The first time we saw the Missouri was 
long ago, when the only railways west of the 
Mississippi were the Missouri & Pacific and 
the Hannibal & St. Joe. We traveled by 
stage from Kansas City to Leavenworth, and 
the road was mostly parallel with the river. 
We remarked great clouds of dust to the 
leeward, for the strong wind of March 
was blowing from the southwest. We asked the 
driver of the stage what caused the continuous 
streak of dust north and south as far as the eye 
could reach.

We were once in Sioux City. it was our first 
visit to the West. By a most unlucky chance a 
steamboat hove in sight; she was bound for 
Omaha; no steamboat nad come down stream 
for many weeks, and it was a rare chance to 
have a sail on “Mighty Missotiri.”” We went on 
board, on being positively aseured that 
in twenty-four hours we would be 
in Omaba.

We tried to lift the t 
with stiits; these were two imme poles eight 
inches in diameter; they were stuck in the mud 
one at each bow; pulleys and ropes were at- 
tached to them, and the steam-windiass set in 
motion, so that the bow of the unfortunate 
ereaking boat was lifted fully taree feet out o 
the water. it was of nu use

It was in the beautiful days of early 
autumn, aud the rare enchantment of the 
matchiess Indian summer lay over everything. 
In the dying giories of a rarely beautiful day iu 
the fall of 1867 the suidiers were returning tu the 
garrison. As they approached its familiar sur- 
roundings they were surprised at seeing a large 
concourse of other diers in the garrison 
mustered around some object. Later they dis- 
covered that many Indians were in the party, 
and thought that something of an unusual char- 
acter must be transpiring. 

An r approach anda few moments’ ob- 
servation and inyuiry revealed the significance 
of the scene. Spotted-Tail and his whole 
band with ail the soldiers of the garrison 
bad turned out to celebrate with the most 
solemn Indian rites the funeral of the oid 
Chiet’s — 1 — and her child. The blue coats 
and gilded buttons of the soldiers, mingied with 
the fantastic attire and picturesque display ot 
color shown by the braves, the wailing of the 
Indian women, and the funeral rites, made all 
the more solemn and impressive to the miad of 
the soldiers from the novelty and mystery con- 
nected with them. These ceremonies were cel- 
ebDrated on a small elevation pt mound. In 
the soldiers’ ceremony ut Fort Lafamie Spotted- 
Tailand his whole band, the old Chief riding 
ahead, followed by ali his warriors, and the 
whole company uttering frightful moanings. 
The squaws, many of them mounted on ponies, 
came with their hair disheveled and hanging 
loosely over their shoulders and the front of 
their persons. Looking around them the 
soldiers soon saw the place designed for Pau- 
line’s sepuichre. On the top of four upright posts 
the warriors placed a plain white box about four 
feet wide, nine feet long, and four feet deep. 
This box contained Pauline, ana in it the Indians 
placed various articles for the young woman's 
use in her journey to the happy hunting- 
grounds. Among these articles were buffalo 
robes, various kinds of furs and skins, two sad- 
dies, and two dirks with elegautly-oruamented 
handles. There were also three bows and a 
bunch of arrows, made after the fashion of the 
Cheyenne tribe, of which Spotted-Tail and bis 
family were members. 

The box being filled and placed on the poles, 
the Chief made a signal that ig should be brought 
forward. A number of ponies from outside of 
the cemetery were brought in. Outof ali that 
great herd there was selected one beautiful ani- 
mal. They then placed on the pony their choicest 
Indian gear, spotted ribbons, beads, feathers, 
etc. Spotted-Tail then got down from his 
pony, which was similarly decorated. ‘The first 
pony, from the care bestowed in its selec- 
uon, was supposed to be the best in the 
purty, and the other, as it belonged to the 
Chief, was, of course, thought not to rank 
far behind it in excellence. These ponies 
were, according to the Indian's theology, de- 
signed for Pauline’s use during the long journey 
she would have to make before reaching the 
huppy hunting- grounds. The skins and buffalo 
robes placed inside the sarcophagus were for her 
use through the long winter when she would 
have to wear fur about ber for a cloak and 
around ber feet for moccasins. All the other 
articies had definit uses according to Indian su- 
pernaturalism, but the significance of most of 
them the soldiers could not determine. 

in the account it was stated that Mrs. Liv- 
ingstone, mother of the Lieutenant, was search- 

for her son's child. Her search will be in 
vain, for it died a short time after the death of 
its mother, and its little sarcopbagus is placed 
on a smaller and shorter system of raised poles 
beside that of Pauline. 

Lieut. Livingstone was not present at the en- 
tombment of his bride, and was not heard of by 
the garrison fora long time afterwards. Later 
rumors state positively that he is dead, and it is 
said he ended his rather romantic life on a voy- 
age to Europe.

A correspondent at Hamburg, Pa., writes 
as follows:

No secret is made of the fact that they were 
first insured by speculators for about $75,000 
in a dozen or more marriage insurance com- 
panies. Mr. Boyer, the groom, was asked 
if he had any objection to giving his ex- 
perience in this entirely new method of 
starting in life, and he promptly replied, 
with a smile: |

body know all about it, so that other young 
people may enjoy good luck also. Thirteen 
months ago Lizzie and myself were engaged 
to be married. The wedding-day was fixed, 
but suddenly the mines stopped work, and I 
was thrown out ofa job. Lizzie was living 
home with her parents, and after I had toid 
her of my bad Juck we concluded not to get 
married, because we had no money to com- 


mence housekeeping, and I had very poor 
prospects ahead. One day George Merritt, a 
neighbor of mine, called to see me. He 
taught school at Dry Kock me the winter 
season. Ile said he heard that I was goin 
to be married soon, and I told him of my ba 
luck. He told me not to let that worry me, 
and said that if I would let him take out a mar- 
riage-insurance policy on me and then marry, 
he would buy mean eighty-doillar walnut bed- 
room set of furniture, with a marble-top was- 
stand, bureau,and table.

No term admits of a wider interprétation 
than visiting; no subject is capable of a 
greater number of subdivisions.

Still we are not pleased 
if we receive Mrs. Brown’s card by post and 
our next neighbor receives a personal visit 
from her. We all wish to be the recipient of 
the visit. Therefore, unless a lady can call 
oo her formal acquaintances, she had better call 
personally on nove. If she gives one reception 
a year and invites all her frtends, she is them at 
liberty to refrain from Seer r a card, 
unless they have been invited to a weddigg, or 
a dinner, or a lunch, or a christening—some Very 
particular invitation which she must return by 
an early personal call. The very formal and 
punctillious say within a week, but often 
quite impossible. And if a lady have a day, it is 
rude to ignore that fact. One should be partic- 
ular to call on that day, 

Some people who have been keeping society 
for — years get swamped with acquaint- 
ances. If they hope to do anything else in the 
world but to drive around iu a carriage and leave 
dards, they must exonerate themselves from 
blame by giving a reception, having a day or an 
evening for receiving, and then trustto the 
good nature of society, or its forgetfulness, 
which is about the same thing, to excuse them. 
But from the triaisof those who have too much 
visiting to do we turn to those who have all the 
means and appliances of visiting and nobody to 
visit. The young married woman who comes to 
New York or any other large city to live often 
— years of loneliness before she has made 

eracquaintances. She is probably introduced, 
we will say, by her mother-iniaw, and then after 
a round of visits, in which she has perhaps im- 
perfectly apprehended the positions and names 
of people, she has a long illness, or goes into 
mourning, or the cares of the nursery surround 
her, and she is shut out from society until it bas 
forgotten her, and when she is ready to emerge 
it is difficult tor der to find her place in the 
visiting book. If she is energetic and 
clever she surmounts this difficulty by 
giving a tea or a series of receptions, 
—— herself put on ali sorts of 

ashionable charities and committees by mak- 
ing herself of use in society in some reea- 
ble way, and she thus very soon pic up 
her dropped stitches. But many young wom- 
en are without the courage and tact to do 
this thing. They wait, expecting that so- 
ciety will find them out, anc, taking them 
up, do all the work and leave them to accept 
or deny civilities as they please. This society 
never does. It has too much on its bands.

Most ladies 
shut their doors now in great cities, except on 
their days.“ In this way alone can they hope 
to have any time for tneir own individual tastes, 
be they what they may—china-painting, author- 
ship, embroidery, or music. So the formal visit- 
ing gets tobe a mere: matter of card-leaving, 
and the witty author who sugg@sted that there 
should be a “clearing-house for cards” and 
haiied the Casino at Newport as a good institu- 
tion for the same was not without genius. One 
hates to lose time in this world in greasi the 
machinery, and the formal perfunctory busi- 
ness of card-leaving is little else. 

Could we all have abundaut leisure, and be 
sure to find our friends at home, what more 
agreeable business than visiting? To wander 
from one agreeable interior to another, to talk 
a little harmless gossip, to hear the latest mot, 

best piece of news, to see one’s friends, 
their children, and their stranger within the 
gates—all this is charming. Itis the Utopia of 
society; it is the apotheosis of ting. But 
every lady will try, and will. bably succeed, 
in making one og two informal calls of a winter 
on intimate friends. These calls, which can be 
made in the piainest dress and in the morning, 
are certainly the most agreeable and most flat- 
tering. Ceremonious Visits are merely the 
machinery by which an acquaintance is kept up 
with a circle too large for social visiting.

Stocks Open Strong, but Close 
Weak, with Money 
Easy. 


Rates of Interest in Wall Street 
Range Between 15 and 4

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were active. Several causes worked 
together to make the opening strong. Secreta- 
ry Windom was in New York, and it was widely 
believed on Wall street that he was about to 
change his program so as to ease the money 
market. Then the downward movement that 
had begun in Board of Trade prices was con- 
sidered a most promising thing for the money 
market and the general interests of the coun- 
try. No less than $80,000.00 have been 
recently absorbed by the speculations ino 
grain, provisions, and cotton, and any- 
thing that releases a part of this money 
adds just so much to the ease ot 
the money market. Hates for loans ranged be- 
tween 4 per cent and I- of I per cent premium. 
At the close the money market was tranquil, but, 
by one of the not infrequent contradictions of 
Wall street, stocks were weak. Apart from the 
money question, the market was almost without 
feature. There was but little investment buy- 
ing reported. 

One cause of the extraordinary apathy with 
which the public disregard the seductive charms 
of the millions of stocks and bonds waiting for 
buyers is the almost universal opinion that the 
cliques hold the buik ot the stocks; that they 
have bought at high prices; and that they are 
lying in wait for a chance to unload on the dear 
public. 

Recent evénts have added greatly to the short 
interest in the market, and Wall street counts 
upon a sharp rally at their expense. 

Of the Vanderbilt stock Keading was conspic- 
uously weak and active. New York Central was 
heavily deait in, rauging from 138 to 136% and 
closing at 137%. Michigan Central advanced to 
89, but receded to 87%. Lake Shore opened at 
118% and closed at 118%. 

Illinois Central advanced to 130%. Eastern 
holders have not yet had time to consider the 
facts presented in Taz Tripune of Thursday 
with regard to the probabie earnings of 1882. 

Manhattan, which opened at 22% and closed 
at 25%, wasone of the few stocks that showed 
arise. The advance was attributed entirely to 
buying by the shorts. 

The only other notable rise that was made 
was by San Francisco. The common went up to 
44, and the preferred to 71, closing at 70%. 

A report is current, the Sun says, that the 
New York Central Railroad Company has sold 
to the New York, West Shore & Buffalo Rail- 
road Company its Athens Branch, extending 
from Athens, on the Hudson River. to Schenec- 
tady. a distance of forty miles. The price paid 
is not mentioned, but according to Poor's Manual 
the cost of the branch to the New York Cen- 
tral in 1867 was $2,000,000. If the report is true 
it proves that Mr. Vanderbilt is not so hostile to 
the construction of a new railroad line parallel 
to that of the New York Central as Mr. Garrett 
asserts he is. | 

Aboutthe New York money market the Post 
says: “The Stock Exchange demand for money 
is readily diminishing on account of the decline 
in prices; and the collapse in the Chicago specu- 
lation in grain also reduces the amount of money 
required there. That the loan market here is 
manipulated is beyond question; but what 
causes the most anxiety is that naturally the 
market is sufficiently active to invite such 
manipulation whenever it suits the purposes of 
large stock speculators; and that there is little 
reason for supposing that this will not be the 
case for several weeks.“ 

The Boston Advertiser says editorially that 
nothing can disguise the fact that the Treasury 
is putting money beyond the reach not only of 
speculators, but of business, at a time when it 16 
most needed. The plea that the Treasury must 
keep in a safe position with respect to the 
greenbacks is insufficient, first, because the 
policy with respect to silver certificates weakens 
the balance; and secondly, because the autumn 
months are, above all others, a time when green- 
backs, the lawful money most easily transported, 
are most in demand, and therefore a time when 
it is safe to assume that none will be presented 
for redemption. 

In regard to the sources from whence the 
money has been derived to pay the dividends on 
the increased capital of tae Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company, au explanation by President 
Green appears in the World. He says that the 
net earnings of the first quarter of the year, 
exclusive of assets sold, were $1,225,007, while 
the amount required for interest, sinking fund, 
and 1% per cent dividend was $1,327,100. For the 
second quarter the net earnings were 81.468.381. 
the amount of interest, sinking fund, and divi- 
dend being $1,326,788. In both quarters expendi- 
tures were made on construction account 
amounting to $910,492, which were paid for out 
of the proceeds of 5,600 shares of International 
Ocean Telegraph stock, sold for $479,405; 5,000 
shares of Gold and Stock Telegraph stock, sold 
for $399,500; and from surplus earnings. Of the 
net earnings for the third quarter, just ended, 
which were reported at $1,949,804, $100,080 was 
received from the sale of sfock in the Western 
Electric Manufacturing Company, and the rest 
from business. The upshot of the statement is 
that during the first half of the year the regular 
business of the Westérn Union Company barely 
earned its dividends, allowing nothing for new 
construction, but is now very much better. 

Few people outside of the experts in the 
Treasury Department understand the real mean- 
ing of the “decrease in the public debt” re- 
ported every month by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. For instance, the decrease of $17,483,641.66 

reported last month does not mean that that 
amount of bonds was actually redeemed and 
canceled during the month. The way the de- 
crease was figured out was this: The difference 
between the principal of the debt on the last 
day of August and the last day of September is 
$9,290,003, a decrease. The difference between 
the accrued interest on the same dates is 81.904. 
209.70, an increase. The difference between the 
cash on hand on the same dates is $10,187,758.36, 
increase. From the sum of the decrease of the 
principal of the debt and the increase of the 
cash on hand the increase in the accrued inter- 
est is subtractei, leaving $17,483,641.66, which is 
called the debt reduction. The fact is, however, 
that only $9,290,003 of bonds was actually paid 
off, and the rest isa reduction only in the sense 
of an asset that offsets a similar amount of the 
liabilities, which will be applied in future. 

Vanderbilt is the representative, according to 
the Banker & Broker, of investment ratiroad se-

Foreign exchange was stronger. Bankers’ 
sterling was 479%@483;; sterling actual rates 
were 47844@482%; commercial sterling was nom- 
inally 476@476%. Continental rates were dull 
and nominal. Bankers’ francs were 525 for sixty 
days and 521% for demand; French commercial 
bills were 5294%,@530 for Paris; Belgian commer- 
cial, 530@531\%; bankers’ marks, #@4X%{; and 
commercial, 92% @v3. 

Business at the Chicago banks was not as act- 
ive as on the preceding days of the weck. Loans 
were in good demand at dhe per cent. New 
York exchange was 800 81 per $1,000 discount 
between banks. 

A block of $200,000 Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy 4s was sold at 914%@92. Chicago 4s sold 
at 104%, and West Division 66 at 108. 

Chicago bankers and business- men are suffer- 
ing great inconvenience from the delays in re- 
ceiving their letters. The main cause of this 
appears to be the neglect of the Washington 
authorities to provide this city with an adequate 
force for the transaction of the enormous busi- 
ness to be done bere. If everything runs as it 
sbould the present force in the Post-Olfice man- 
ages to get through its tasks. But if interrup- 
tion come—if trains are late—the clerical 
strength of the office is not great enough 
to overcome the difficulties of the situation. 
On account of the crowded condition of the 
tracks, trains have been arriving here, aimost 
as a regular thing, from half an hour to three 
hours late, and business houses will in conse- 
quence receive in the afternoon, too late for at- 
tention, letters in batches of 100 or 200, that they 
should have had in thé morning. With a large 
force, the Post-Office people here admit that a 
great part of this delay could be saved. Itis to 
be hoped the Washington officiais will come to 
our rescue as soon as possibile.

New York, Oct. 7.—Speculation on the Stoek 
EXchange opered considerably stronger this 
morning on purchases to cover short sales, there 
being a vague sort of expectation on the street 
that Secretary Windom intends to come to the 
relief of the moncy market. Fractional ad- 
vances in many stocks were made atthe start, 
and the bulis were confident that a reaction had 
begun. All securities seemed to participate iu 
the buoyant feeling, and in some instances the 
advance was as high as 24% percent. There was 
good trading in the Grangers and the coal stocks, 
which were strong and well bought. Western 
Union maintained its own, and Union Pacific, 
which opened at 118%, sold up and was held for 
some time at 110. Northwestern was in fair de- 
mand at an advance, and Michigan Central 
reached 89. The elevated stocks were fairly 
active. Manhattan took a bound from 22% to 
24%, and then receded to 33%. Cleveland, Co- 
inmbus, Cincinnati & Indianapolis was also con- 
spicuous in the upward movement, selling from 
91 to 93%. During the afternoon the mar- 
ket became heavy, and a decline of K to 3 
per cent from the highest poiat took piace, Met- 
ropolitan Eievated, Manhattan Railroad, and 
Reading suffering most. After the second 
board there was a recovery of 2 per cent in 
Metropolitan Elevated, 1% per cent in Manhat- 
tan Elevated, and & to 1% per cent in the gen- 
eral list; but, singuiarly enough, when money 
became easy the market grew weak, and the gen- 
eral list declined & to 3% per cent, the latter in 
Reading. 

The money market continued stringent dur- 
ing the greater part of the day, borrowers on 
piedge of stock collateral being compelled to 
pay from 6 per cent to I- per diem in addition 
to legal interest. Late in the afternoon the rate 
fell to 3@4 per cent, and a loan was reported at 
the close at 2 per cent. Holders of Government 
bonds were accommodated at 5@6 per cent. 
Time loans were nominally at 6 per cent, and 
prime mercantile discounts were quoted 
at 6@7 per cent. The sterling ex- 
change market was full and  nomi- 
pally unchanged. The posted rates are 479% 
for sixty-day bills and 483% for demand.

On the contrary, it advanced lake freights 
150 per cent, and held out a prospect 
of increasing the visible supply to the extent 
of 5,000,000 bu, though the stocks in 
sight exceeded 27,000,000 bu at the close of last 
week, and probably now aggregate over 28,000,- 
000 bu, of which about 40 per cent is held in Chi- 
cago.

The decline of 
yesterday, averaged about 4 per cént on grain 
and provisions, which is a pretty heavy move- 
ment.

BaLTIMorg, Md., Oct. 5.—With Sept. 30 ended 
the first nine months or three-quarters of the 
year, and as during that time the movements of 
grain from the West to the seaboard, and thence 
to Europe, has attracted considerable attention, 
it may be of interest to examine the statistics of 
the receipts and exports at each of the principal 
Atlantic ports from Jan. 1 to Sept. 30, 188), as 
compared with the corresponding time last year, 
The movement of wheat from the West during 
the first half of 1881 was in excess of the same 
six months of the preceding year, but since July 
there has been a very heavy falling off. Of corn 
the receipts at the Atlantic ports bave been 
steadily decreasing since November, 1880.

Stories for Old and Young Boys.

While sone he took 
occasion to visit a short line of railway in 
Massachusetts, one of those inferior railways 
of that time, but little better than those 
in our coal mines, and like them bav- 
ing wooden rails with a par of iron 
spiked on top. But it was enough for 
aman like bim. It wasabint—a prophecy of 
the coming greatness and glory of the thousands 
of miles of railway, forming a network through- 
out the civilized world, He returned to Indian- 
apolis and recounted bis observations, told bis 
friends that the canals of Indiana would ina 
few years be neglected, disused, and worthless 
to the people of the State. He had seen a rail- 
way, and in his opinion railroads were destined 
to supersede canals. He said he wouldn't won- 
der if the time would come when he could eat 
his breakfast in Indianapolis and in three days 
breakfast in New York. He gave his reasons, 
but they fell on incredulous ears. 

Here was a time and an occassion for Conser- 
vatism to assert itself and step in and rescue 
the State from the control of a lunatic.

eeeded to explain the discovery: but the more 


he explained the mort confused he became. The | 


idea that an Indiana audience could understand 
a subject so new and strange wis perfectly pre- 
posterous. He was beaten, and Brown, the 
demagog and trimmer, was chosen in his stead.

A TRIBUNE reporter met Canal-Commissioner 
Glover yesterday, and asked him if there was 
anything new with reference to the Bridgeport 
pum ping- works. 

Well.“ said he, “I called on Mayor Harrison 
Wednesday te find the reason for the inactivity 
of the city authorities—why tney had 
not staked off the ground for the 
works and dredged, which could just as 
will be done now. Mr. Harrison said they were 
going abead, and that he would see the City Eu- 
gineer at once, and have the land made ready. 
J told dim that, uniess Commissioner Waller 
would make an Official statement that the work 
wae to goright straight along, I thought the 
Canal Commissioners would not be able to resist 
the pressure in the country, and would take 
water from the Desplaines.”’ 

Has a right of way been secured?” 

“Yes. Some Joliet people have got a deed for 
a strip of land from the Desplaines to the canal 
Lelow where the break was, this side of the Sum- 
mit; but whether the engineer will approve it 
I don’t know. The board will be governed by 
bis report. 

Will the board have to pay anything for it?“ 

“The condiuon is, if it is used the Commis- 
sioners are to pay 51.000.“ 

To what do you attribute the inaction of the 
city authorities? 

* | have been told that they think it is a waste 
of money to erect the pumping- works, and want 
to shin along, 80 to speak. until there is another 
session of the Legisiature in order to have the 
joint resolution repealed.” 

They have contracted for the engines. What. 
will be done with them?” 

They could be used for increasing the water- 
supply, as they are very much larger than are 
needed for the pumping-works. What their 
motive was in getting more expensive engines 
than was necessary—larger and more powerful 
ones—puzzies ne; but perhaps it was a mutter 
of safety. I thought the Mayor was in earnest 
—1— when he said the work should go on, 

ut I bave thought so before.“ 

“Have the Commissioners offered to aid the 
city authorities in fixing the preliminaries?’ 

“ Yes, they have always been anxious to point 
out the ground and do what they could. 1 
wrote to Superintendent Thomas to make an 
examination and find out what could be done at 
once, and he did so. The city authorities know 
what can be done. I have always insisted that 
the people of Chicago wanted todoright. The 
Council appropriated money for the works, and 
the delay was not their fault, but their officials’, 
and 1 told my assuciates that we had better go 
slow and give the people a fair opportunity to 
drive their officers. The other two Commission- 
ers are disgusted, and are going to get water. 

“Can you get all you want trom the Des- 
piaines?”’ 

* Jenney said we could in his report, and what 
we get will drive into the lake two-thirds of the 
Chicago Kiver water which now goes down the 
canal. The only object in view is to get rid of 
that dirty water. We can get from the Des- 
piaines ali that is required for navigation. If 
the pumping-works are erected the extra sup- 
ply will dilute the Chicago River water, and 
make it less offensive to the people living along 
the line of the canal.”

An Afbtti-Vaccinator’s Fate. 
London Daily News. 

Possibly the bitterest opponents of vaccina- 
tion may be impressed by the grim details of 
the story which was told and discussed by the 
Rotbehithe vestry on Tuesday. A person in the 
locality had made himseif conspicuous for 
many years asa vehement anti-vaccinator, and 
had ingeaiously succeededin evading the act, so 
that no members of his family were vaccinate d. 
A couple of months back one of this man's cbil- 
dren took small- pox. No doctor was called in, but 
the child was nursed by its mother and re- 
covered. Then the mother herself took small- 
pox and died, after which two more of the chil- 
dren fell victims to the disease, and three more 
had to be taken to the hospital. Bad though 
this was, there was more to come, if the story 
told at the vestry be true. The anti-vaccina- 
tionist borrowed from a neighbor a suit of black 
clothes to wear at his wife's funeral. He kept 
the clothes in bis house a few days before return- 
ing them. Shortly after their returu theirowner 
also took the small-pox, was conveyed to tne 
hospital and died there. Since then severul 
houses in the same neighborhood have become 
infected, and some sixteen cases of smali-pox 
have been taken to the hospital. Commentary 
on such a case is neediess. The liberty of the 
individual is sacred so long as it does not in- 
fringe on the liberty of some one eise. If anti- 
vaccinationists only did harm to themselves no 
ode would have a right to interfere with their 
fancies; but when their vagaries may lead to 
the wholesale intection of a district and the 
Geat® of several persons, it is time that the 
laws which aim at preventing the spread of con- 
tag ion should be thoroughly put into force.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
THE “RED BALL ON BRIDGES. 

The city ordinances provide that when a bridge 
has been closed after the passage of a vessel 
the bridgetender shall raise the red ball on 
his bridge as a warning to steam craft or tugs 
with tows that the bridge is closed for ten min- 
utes. Many bridgetenders tosave themselves 
trouble, do not drop their red ball after the 
expiration of the ten minutes, but let the ball 
remain up, and when signaled to open let it re- 
main up while opening and during the time the 
bridge is open. There is no doubt that this ac- 
tion leads to many accidents, tugmen having 
learned that the red ball means nothing ex- 
cept when the bridge is closed. The proper thing 
for the bridgetenders to do is, when they ring 
the bell on their bridges, to immediately drop 
the ball,“ thus notifying vessele that they a 
entitied to an open draw. If this is done, few 
accidents will occur, and the unseemly war now 
prevailing between the bridgetenders and tug- 
men will be reduced toa minimum, and tug- 
men will understand that they have to 
stop their tows when they observe the red 
ball up, Let the law be enforced without fa- 
vor. If bridgetenders do not attend to their 
duties bounce them; if tugmen violate the law 
fine them to the extent of the law. Mayor Har- 
rison says he wants all interests to bave a fair 
show. Let him personally (the only way he will 
ever know) investigate the intelligence and ef- 
ficiency of the bridgetenders, some of whom he 
will find so incompetent that they could not 
drive a swill-cart intelligently. There are good 
and competent bridgetenders, but they are in 
the minority. 

THE DISASTER TO THE SCHOONER MOONLIGHT. 

The Cleveland Leader thus describes the ap- 
pearance of the scnooner Moonlight after her 
collision with the pier at Cleveland Tuesday 
night: “The schooner Moonlight presents a 
sorry appearance as she les tied to the dock 
near Pat Smith’s tug office, the result of her nu- 
merous cushions and caroms Tuesday night. 
The damage was caused as follows: The gale 
was blowing frm the northeast which caused a 
current to flow across the mouth of the river. 
The Moonlight, when ber bows were inside, 
swung around in consequence, and inade diag- 
onally for the east pier. Striking this she moved 
on till she struck the lines of the schooner Jere- 
miah Godfrey, and ten minutes later she struck 
the Godfrey, but with slight force. The Captain 
of the Moolight called to the Captainof the 
Godfrey requesting him to let go his lines, but 
no attention was paid to his request. After 
striking the Godfrey the wind blew the Moon- 
light around until ber stern struck the west 
pier, and, resting in that position, she rose and 
fell until her starboard quarter was badly stove 
in. The hole in the quarter and all the rest of 
the damage was caused by the vessel rising and 
falling and bumping around. Her headgear 
was all carried away, as was ber bowsprit and 
jibboom, and later the topgallant foresail and 
foremast came tumbling down, and all this 
mass of spars, rigging, and sail fell on the 
port bow over the cathead, carrying away 
the cutwater, figurehead, and part of the stern. 
About twenty feet of ber foremast is still stana- 
ing. Nosurvey has been made yet, but it is 
thought by competent judges that it will cost 
about $3,000 to put her in condition again. The 
Moonlight had just been furnished with a new 
outfit of ropes, and had some new gail, all of 
which suffered more or less. Men along the 
docks censure the schooner Goafrey in no mod- 
erate terms for her action. If the lines had been 
loosened when the Captain of the Moonlight re- 
quested it, all damage could have been avoided, 
as the vessels did not come in contact with one
